Queer Complications in the Criminal 
Libel Suit Brought by Earl Russell, 
Son of England’s Former Premies, 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY JULIAN RALPH.|] 

London, Nov. 25.—[Copyrighted, 1296, by 
the New York Journal.j—Selena, Lady Scott, 
and her three coprisoners—Cockerton, Kast, 
and Aylott—reappeared at the Old Bailey 
this morning for the third time, and have 
Probably, unless something unforeseen oc- 
curs, Séveral more appearances to meke. 

y Scott, who changes costume each 
day, with due regard to effect, appeared in 
a black hat and jacket, with a fur boa, and 
assiduously poked across to her lawyers her 
penciled notes on the evidence. 

Interest in London in this case is vary 
Sreat, as the Scotts and Russells aré well 
known, too well known, perhaps, in society. 
Consequently the court was créwded today 
when the Earl again went into the witness 
box and waded through a lot more dafes and 
countless episodes of his checkered matri- 
monial experiences. 

The sum of his evidence amounted to a 
denial of everything alleged against him, 
and he attempts to prove vindictiveness on 
the part of Lady Scott and indifferent char- 
acters of her companions in the dock. 

The cross-examination then began, and 
Mr. Lawson Walton,:-who conducted it, soon 
showed the leading card in his hand. It was, 
firstly, to damage Earl Russell's credit, and, 
secondly, to defend Lady Scott, who had 
been styled blackmailer, briber, and con- 
spirator. 

Accordingly counsel started by pressing 
the witness as to his feelings for Lady Scott 
before his marriage. Witness hesitated, ad- 
mitted sympathy, even affection, up toa cer- 
tain stage, but cavilled atesteem. Mr. Wal- 
ton then put the letter written by Russell 
to Lady Scott in 1889, while he was engaged 
to Miss Mabel Scott, in which he addressed 
Lady Scott as “‘ My Darling Sweet, My Pre- 
cious,’’ and said, **‘ You know I shall always 


love you.’’ 


Plaintiff said this gave a‘correct view of 
his feelings at the time. 
Scott had had a hard life and been treated 
unjustly. There was another letter to Lady 
Scott, in which he thought she could slip out 
after the wedding breakfast and see him and 
Lady Russell off on their honeymoon from 
Paddington. ‘“‘I shall want to give you a 
last hug, my darling.” .After that he said 
he was crying and could not see what he was 
writing. Other protestations of affection 


“were read, and Earl Russell looked rather 


eheepish as his exaggerated expressions 
were declaimed by counsel. 

In 1889, after six months’ acquaintance, 
witness gave Lady Scott Thomas A Kempis’ 
‘“‘Imitation of Christ,’’ with this inscrip- 
tion: “The dearest book and the most 
faithful friend I have known. From her 
floving friend.”’ 

This sentiment was sincere, the pros- 
ecutor admitted, at the time. Other letters, 
too, showed he still warmly esteemed and 
loved Lady Scott six months after his dis- 
astrous marriage with her daughter, fer 
whom he had apparently lost all affection. 

IF’rom subsequent cross-examination it ap- 
peared he even deposited with his solicitors 
certain deed boxes, together with an au- 
thorization for them to be delivered up to 
Lady Scott in the event of his death. 

Then there was a letter put in by Walton 
written by Russell to Lady Scott marked 
“Not for M.,” meaning Countess Russell, 
in which he referred to her as a “ stony- 
hearted, self-righteous saint’’that is to 
say, his wife. The witness said it was a cor- 
rect description of his wife’s. attitude at 
the time.

That was, he said, a temporary 
phase of his feeling toward her. go py 
loved her. Then other letters were r@ad in 
which Russell always wrote to Lady Scott, 
calling his wife ‘a hard-hearted fiend.”’

“your description of ycur young wife, just 
of age?’’

There was a question asked 
him about a girl whose name he didn’t want 
to mention again and another about a cer- 
tain improper letter written by him at Ox- 
ford for which the authorities “sent him 
down.”

OFFER 10 SETTLE FOR $1,000,000 


Promoters of the Lady Hampton Mine 
Willing to Let Stoneham Out for 
That Amount. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY H. R. CHAMBERLAIN.] 

London, Nov. 25.—The most sensational 
case of rigging the market for many years 
camo to a crisis on the London Stock Ex- 
change today. The shares in the Lady 
Hampton, the new Australian mine, the 
actual and par value of which is $5, reached 
the nominal quotation of $1,500 each. The 
history of the deal is this: 

A few weeks ago the stock of the Lady 
Jampton company was offered to the pub- 
fe in the usual way at par. Before the 
allotment was made a big jobber in the 
Australian market named Stogeham under- 
took to break the price of the stock, which 
was quoted in advance of issue at a slight 
premium. He offered stock in thousand- 
share lots a little under the market and the 
company’s brokers bought 3,000 shares from 
him. Stoneham then endeavored to obtain 
stock for delivery by subscribing in the 
names of his clerks for 3,000 shares. 

The directors of the company determined 
to punish Stoneham and they sent letters 
of regret to all the public subscribers an 
allotted all the shares to themselves-and 
three friends. Stoneham found it impossi- 
ble to obtain stock to complete his bargain 
at any but prohibitive figures. It would 
have cost him $4,500,000 to get 3,000 shares 
at today’s quotation. 

The men who have so successfully rigged 
the market offered to compromise with him 
for $1,000,000 cash. Stoneham offers $150,- 
000. The Stock Exchange committee had ap- 
pointed next Monday for settlement, but 
they have now postponed it indefinitely. 

Stoneham has invoked the law and begun 
prosecution against his persecutors for con- 
spiracy. The chances are that the matter 
‘will be compromised.

The genesis of the new club, it is said, is 
traceable to the Physical Culture Exten- 
sion Society, which within a year has devel- 
oped a fad among Chicago women for ath- 
letic culture. With more than 500 women 
banded together in these classes, the need of 
a central club with gymnasium facilities has 
suggested itself as a need which could no 
longer be disregarded. 

Mrs. Susie Cocroft, Secretary of the Ex- 
tesion Society, is credited with first pro- 
posing that a club be founded by women 
after the pattern of the Chicago Athletic 
club. Once suggested the idea spread among 
the women who frequent the Athletic club 
at its general receptions. It is said, indeed, 
that most of those concerned in getting up 
this woman’s project are the wives and 
daughters of the members of the Chicago 
Athletic Association. 


M. D., President Illinois State 


Athletic Officials Interested.. 
‘President Potter and the officers of this 
organization are said to be deeply interested 
in the enterprise, and the courtesies of the 
Michigan avenue club-house have been ex- 
tended to the working committees for the 
early meetings. Thus the men’s club is re- 
garded as a sponsor for the newer institu- 
tion, although in fact it will have no closer 
responsibility for it than by way of extend- 
ing advice and encouragement. 

Mrs. Cocroft spoke of the project reserved- 
ly yet with enthusiasm at her home last 
evening. 

‘‘ While no laws have as yet been drawn 
up the general outline of»the club is practic- 
ally agreed on,” said she. “‘ Membership 
will be limited probably to 500. Applications 
for membership, it is proposed, will be passed 
upon by a committee. Great care and dis- 
crimination will be used in admitting appli- 
cants. It is proposed to found the institu- 
tion on an exclusive basis. 

‘‘ We shall secure comfortable down-town 
quarters as near the other club as possible, 
and when the club démonstrates its worth 
we hope somebody will help us bulld our 
own home. We think it altogether likely 
some man will be found who will erect such 
a club-house as a memorial to his wife. 

“ The temporary quarters will have a fully- 
equipped gymnasium, massage parlors, Turk- 
ish, shower, and vapor baths, hairdressing 
parlors, lounging-rooms, and the usual ac- 
companiments of a. well-arranged club on 
modern lines. Besides athietic training 
there will be instruction in Delsarte work, 
voice culture, and so on. The membership 
fee will entitle the holder to all the privi- 
leges except for baths, massage, and hair- 
dressing, for which there will be a nominal 
charge. 


Physician as Physical Director. 


‘* The club-rooms will be open all day long, 
and at special evening entertainments to 
members and their daughters and at the set 
affairs light lunches, such as chocolate and 
wafers, will be served. 

‘**A physical director, who is a physician, 
will be in charge of the gymnasium. He 
will make an examination of eaeh member 
upon entering for gymnasium work, pre- 
scribing special training, and have control 
of the kinds and quantity of exercise that 
any member will be allowed to take.

SPLIT FOR THE SILVER FORCES. 


Scheme to Be Absorbed by the Pope- 
crats Fails and a Bolt Follows a 
Row Over Policy. 


There was a clash and a bolt at a meeting 
of the Bimetallic League at the Sherman 
House yesterday afternoon, and in the even- 
ing a scheme to commit the free silverites 
to the support of the Popocrats in the com- 
ing spring campaign failed. 

The afternoon meeting was called to con- 
sider the course to be followed by the league 
with reference to keeping up the fight for 
free silver. A committee appointed at a 
previous meeting, of which F. 0. Towne 
was Chairman, reported that there was no 
call for a new political organization, and 
what was needed was the formation of clubs 
and united efforts for educational purposes 
on the currency question. A motion was 
made that the committee’s request for fur- 
ther time be granted. 

A fight, led by R. E. Johnson, followed. 
The charge was made that it was an effort 
to obscure the real issue by covering it up 
with an educational movement, in which 
other questions were to be introduced. The 
motion was adopted, whereupon those who 
had opposed it left the meeting, after de- 
nouncing the action of the majority. 

The evéning meeting was called for the 
purpose of organizing and uniting all the 
silver forces in Cook County. A motion sub- 
mitted by Dr. G. H. Emrich to organize all 
the silver forces under the auspices of the 
American Bimetallic League was defeated, 
and a substitute presented by Mr. Hoffman 
of Evanston, looking to the appdintment of 
four committees, on Resolutions, Constitu- 
tion and By-laws, Literature, and Statis- 
tics, was adopted. : 

Ww. J. Strong submitted a resolution in- 
dorsing the Popocratic party, saying the 
only way to reform was under its banner, 
and suggesting that the Popocratic County 
Central committee be requested to give the 
Populists, silver Republicans, and others 
arrayed under the banner of free silver, 
recognitfon by appointing them members of 
the Central committee, Captains of precinct 
clubs, etc. Mr. Strong took occasion to say 
there was another election close at hand. 

An effort was made by Capt. Black to 
postpone consideration of the motion to a 
meeting to be held a week later, but it was 
laid on the table by a vote of 17 to 10.

Tomb of.a Literary Dream. 

Until the present time Miss Artz had been 
prompted in her plans by a secret ambition, 
which she now announces ill-health has 
compelled her to forego. This is believed to 
have been some sort of a literary undertak- 
ing, and by her own statement the endow- 
ment of a Longfellow memorial in the Bos- 
ton public library is to be to her the tomb 
of this dream. 

Miss Artz is the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
C. Burr Artz, both of whom died in this city 
about fifteen years ago. She was an only 
child, and from her parents she inherited her 
fortune. 

She became moody after the death of 
father aid mother, and courted seclusion 
until her life became solitary and for years 
back has been spent in retirement as close 
as living would permit. Sheis not an inva- 
lid, afthough rarely leaving her room, and 
all her meals are served in solitude. 

There is a strict order at the Metropole 
Hotel against the intrusion even of bell-boys; 
callers are never admitted to the apart- 
ments, and raps at the door go unheeded. It 
is said to require tedious negotiations to have 
servants admitted for the performance of 
duties. 

Has Read of the Library. 

The donor of Boston’s present has never 
been in Boston in her life, and it is said she 
knows absolutely nothing about the Boston 
Public Library excepting what she has read 
in the newspapers and magazines. Her gift 
is regarded by her relatives as one of her 
eccentric impulses. Miss Artz has a single 
relative in Chicago, O. W. Artz, a cousin, 
who isa druggist at No. 149 Racine avenue. 

The only stipulation Miss Artz makes as 
to the distribution of the Longfellow fund 
is that it shall be used for the purchase of 
rare editions of verse or prose by either 
American or foreign authors. The trustees 
of tke public library were delighted to re- 
ceive such a generous gift. They have been 
notified that the money would be placed in 
their hands within two weeks, and they are 
already arranging for the additions to the 
library. 

About a month ago Herbert Putnam, the 
Boston librarian, received the first letter 
from Miss Artz saying she wished to donate 
money to the library for the purpose of es- 
tablishing a Longfellow memorial collection. 
Several letters passed, but Librarian Put- 
nam and the trustees are today as much in 
the dark as at the beginning regarding Miss 
Artz’s motive. 

Devotee of the Poet. 

Miss Artz wrote Librarian Putnam a glow- 
ing letter, telling him she was a devotee of 
the poet Longfellow, that she loved his verse 
above that of any other writer, and for years 
had studied his life, his style, and his char- 
acteristics with a definite purpose not dis- 
closed. Ill health forced her to lay aside 
this ambition, whatever it was. It was a 
bitter disappointment. She determined, 
however, to found a lasting memorial to the 
poet of her heart. Miss Alice Longfellow, 
the poet’s daughter, never heard of Miss 
Artz. 

While Boston is wondering just why Miss 
Artz looked from Chicago to New England 
to become a patron of literature, Chicago 
library enthusiasts are hoping for the com- 
ing of similar gifts to the local book collec- 
tions. Librarian Hild suspects this rich gift 
to Boston may be a new precedent in the 
matter of giving and that some of it may 


come this way.

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BAYARD DINES WITH VICTORIA TODAY. 


Probability That She Did Not Know It 
Was Thanksgiving Day When 
F She Invited Him. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY JULIAN RALPH.] 

London, Nov. 25.—[Copyright, 1896, by the 
New York Journal.]—I called on Ambassador 
Bayard this afternoon to ask him about his 
roseate speech at Burniey last Friday. I 
found him very much more interested in a 
not unpleasant plight into which he had 
fallen. 

It seems that he had accepted an invitation 
for a Thanksgiving dinner with the Ameri- 
can Association, and on top of this the Queen 
asked him to dine with her at Windsor Castle 
tomorrow. 

This latter he will do. He realizes as all 
America will, the full force of this distin- 
Suished compliment to our country, and to- 
night sends his regrets to the Americans, 
feeling confident they will appreciate these 
two facts—namely: That in a monarchy a 
ruler’s invitation is a command, that ac- 
ceptance of the Queen’s invitation is In the 
direct line of his diplomatic duties. 

The probability is that the Queen does not 
know of the great North American institu- 
tion of Thanksgiving day. 

I pinned the Ambassador down at last to 
talk about his speech at Burnley, which has 
seemed in America more than reasonably 
Sanguine and rosy. 

Mr. Bayard did not agree with this. His 
visit to Burnley was to present prizes ata 
mechanics’ institution, where young men 
who work with their hands all day try to get 
an education at night. He has the deepest 
sympathy and interest in such youths. 

“I do not think it was too sanguine and 
hopeful,” the Ambassador said. “ Nothing 
was said in the speech that was not meant, 
but equally nothing meant that was not said. 

“I intended no veiled reference to any- 
thing new in the relations of the two coun- 
tries. There never has been any reason 
to be other than hopeful concerning good 
relations between America and England, 
and no reaspn ever to anticipate anything 
other than the best of relations. All that is 
necessary is for the two countries to under- 
Stand each other, and when they do the most 
cordial relations will be the natural conse- 
quence. 

“The little flurry over Venezuela was 
merely because they did not understand each 
other’s position. Now, all that is explained 
and settled, and there is nothing in the sky 
to cloud the good relations. 

“There is no imaginable cause, just and 
reasonable, for any difference between the 
two peoples. Bverything is plain sailing.” 

“Has anything happened recently, any 
new diplofhatic development, to cause you 
to be so sanguine?” 

** Nothing whatever. I repeat, I meant 
nothing more than I said, that only cordial 
relations exist and that there are no clouds 
on the horizon. If clouds should come a 
complete mutual understanding of what 
each country means would most assuredly 
drive them away, and such an  under- 
standing would surely come,” 

‘** What is there in the rumor that Great 
Britain is going to codperate with the 
United States in settling matters in Cuba? ”’ 
I asked. 

‘‘No suggestion of any such course has 
been made to me. I know nothing whatever 
about it. Cuban affairs do not constitv’* an 
issue between Great Britain and the sd 
States.”’ 


DIPLOMATIC AGENT QUOTES CANOYAS. 


The Premier of Spain Is Made to Say 
Warlike and Bitter Things of 
the United States. 


New York, Nov. 25.—The World tomofrow 
will print a statement by Sefior José de 
Armas-Cardenas, a diplomatic agent of the 
Cuban Republic, who claims to have visited 
Spain to negotiate for a sale of Cuba to the 
Cubans. 

The purchase price, he asserts, was to be 
one hundred million. He describes two in- 
terviews with Premier Canovas. 

H@ says that Canovas promised reforms if. 
the Cubans would abandon the fight. He 
‘suggjested an arrangement be made by 
which the United States guarantee the ful-_ 
fillment of Spain’s promises. At this Can- 
ovas burst out: 

‘“‘Never! A nation of tradesmen guaran- 
tee the word of Spain? Never! The United 
States is responsible for everything that 
is taking place in Cuba. It is the true author 
of the war, and I guarantee you that if 
Spain loses Cuba the United States will pay 
Spain what Cuba is worth, 

‘“*The Moora damages are now costing 
them dear. The indemnities which Spain 
has asked of them amount to a hundred 
times more. 

“They threaten Europe with the Monroe 
doctrine, and Spain in the interest of Eu- 
rope, will take up the gauntlet. Do not speak 
to me about the United States mediating. 

“Spain will fight and if they do not wish 
the Spanish flag to float in Cuba they will 
have to obtain it after a glorious Trafalgar 
at the gates of Havana.”

It has been claimed that the Pil- 
grim Fathers got their idea of the in- 
stitution in Holland, whither they 
went into exile in 1608, but if they did 
it is immaterial, as Holland, too, got 
it from the Bible and the Feast of 
Tabernacles. 
A day of thanksgiving was observed 
in that country as early as 1575 0n the 
first anniversary of the deliverance of 
Leyden from the horrors of the siege. 
Gov. Bradford's first proclamation of 
a Thanksgiving in Plymouth Colony 
was made in 1622. In 1623 he pro- 
claimed a second day of thanksgiv- _— 
ing. In 1632 Gov. Winthrop of the 
Massachusetts. Bay Colony recom- 
mended a day of thanksgiving, and 
the records show the day was ob- 
served in Massachusetts Bay in 1633, 
, 1634, 1687, 1638, and 1639, and in 
' Plymouth in 1651, 1668, 1680, 1689, and 
1690. Thanksgiving days were pro- 
claimed by the Dutch Governors of 
New Netherland in 1644, 1645, 1655, 
and 1664, and by the English Governor 
of New York in 1755 and 1760. 

® Thanksgiving day first becamena- , 
tionalized through theinfluenceofthe . 
Revolutionary War. Congress issued — 
a proclamation every year during the | 
war, winding up with a general 
thanksgiving for the return of peace 
in 1784. There was after that, how- 
ever, no annual national observance 
of the day for a long time. President 
Washington proclaimed two Thanks- 
giving days—one in 1789, for the adop- 
tion of the Constitution, and one in 
1795 for the supression of the whisky 
insurrection. Theré was not another 
until 1815, when President Madison 
appointed a day of thanksgiving for

was an important factor in making up the 
fattest, smoothest, plumpest, and most en- 
ticing turkey which ever straggled into the 
White House kitchen. 

It came as usual from the turkey farm of 
Horace Vose of Rhode Island, who has been 
supplying the Presidents of the United 
States with their Thanksgiving bird for 
nearly a quarter of a century. Larger tur- 
keys have been sent to the White House 
by fifteen pounds or so, but Mr. Vose has 
settled down to the belief that a young 
bronze turkey of from twenty-eight to 
thirty-five pounds is the proper dish to set 
before a king, 

The Thanksgiving dinner at the White 
Tiouse will be as usual a family affair, and 
all the children will be present during some 
part of the proceedings. There is a very 
young daughter to be y= gee with an 
extra ration, though she will probably not 
participate in the turkey. | 

Secretary and Mrs. Lamont also have a 
young lady, who will celebrate her first 
Thanksgiving in the big house across La- 
fayette Park from the President's home.

MARK LANE EXPRESS ON WHEAT PRICES 


Sowings for 1807 in France and Russia 
—~Drought in India Is Broken 
at Last. 


London, Nov. 24.—The Mark Lane Express 
today, commenting on the wheat outlook, 
says: ‘‘ We expect that the decrease of the 
French wheat acreage in 1897, owing to the 
lateness of the seeding season, will be much 
larger than any increase in this country. 
The sowings of Azima wheat in Russia are 
now admitted to be smaller than usual, but 
the rise in prices has stimulated Russian 
markets, and if the line of spring Ghirka 
sowings is likely to offset the Azima defi- 
clency we must await further news from In- 
dia before concluding that the drought is 
over. Injury has been in any event already 
dione, and there cannot be any wheat avail- 
able for export prior to April, 1898. Australia 
is importing California wheat and has no 
surplus available for shipments to Europe,” 

Commenting upon the last week’s quiet 
markets, the Express says: ‘ The farmers 
are spoiling the market by oversupply. We 
suggest that a central chamber organize a 
society of wheat-growers, pledged to sell 
only in such quantities as the situation de- 
mands. The advance of.2 shillings 8 pencein 
the price of wheat in Paris since the end of 
October is a matter of some importance, as 
France has hitherto been boasting that she 
has a well-supplied market. If the purchase 
of foreign wheat by France increases, the 
Situation will become much stronger. The 
wheat on passage to the United Kingdom on 
Saturday totaled 2,100,000 quarters, whereof 
Russian wheat was 380,000, North American 
260,000, South American 100,000, Californian 
1,290,000, Indian and Australian nil, else- 
where 70,000. 

“ The maize market has been against hold- 
ers at Mark Lane, Hull, Liverpool, Bristol, 
Glasgow, and Leeds, but the decline does not 
exceed 6 pence per quarter. There are now 
1,048,000 quarters on passage to the United 
+ oe against 551,000 in November, 

A dispatch from Allahabad, India, pub- 
lished in today’s Times on the breaking of 
the drought, says: ‘“ The storm has caused 
a rainfall right through Western Rajputana, 
which has reached the gestern parts of the 
northwest provinces. n Friday a good 
rain fell at Meerut and a fair rain at Agra. 
This will be of the highest value, as Agra 
was suffering severely from drought. There 
are signs that the rain will extend further. 
There the clouds have been banked up for 
the last few days, but only a few drops of 
rain have fallen, though there were showers 
on Saturday night further north. 

” The following is an accurate view of the 
situation in the northwest provinces and 
Oudh: The first area, where tihere is the 
greatest failure of crops, has 25,000 equare 
miles with a population of 13,000,000. Here 
the famine may be acute. The second area. 
where there is a severe failure, covers 30,000 
miles, and the population is 14,000,000. The 
third area, where there is conesiderable fail- 
ure, has 25,000 square miles, and hasa popu- 
lation of 12,500,000. The divisions which are 
worst off are Allahabad, Lucknow, and 
Faizabad, with a portion of Agra not pro- 
tected by irrigation. The rest of the prov- 
inces are those protected by canals, and 
which do not depend so much upon the rice 
crop. Here there has been little suffering 
though the high prices will press heavily 
upon the poorest classes of the Khalif. The 
crops in the Meerut division are excellant 
and are probably the best on record. 

‘‘ As for the prospects, an inch and a half 
of rain within the next fortnight would re- 
duce the difficulties by one-half to three- 
fourths. Favorable rains at the end of the 
year would relieve from 4 to 8 per cent of 
the population. The government is prepar- 
ing for tha worst. Should the drought con- 
tinue until June prices would rule enormous- 
ly high, but the Lieutenant-Governor does 
not apprehend a complete failure of supplies 


next summer, as local stocks will be supple-. 


mented by imports. A significant indication 
of the famine conditions is that in certain 
areas prices for fine and coarse grains are 
closely approximating. So far the relief or- 
ganization is equal to all demands.”’

‘A passenger named J. W. Brown, an En- 
glishman, recently released from a Cuban 
prison, said: ‘‘ Cuba, in my mind, is lost to 
Spain. The latter country is now on her 
beam ends and the storm on the little island 
will soon engulf her. 

*“Weyler has had many foreigners ar- 
rested. He detests them. Most of these 
prisoners have never seen the light of day. 
Finally they drop out.of sight; it saves the 
cost and trouble of trial. The poor Cuban 
gets short shrift. It is sufficient to know 
that he is a sympathizer in the cause. That 
is his death warrant.’’ 

Dr. Taylor, another passenger, says that 
Spain’s cause is lost and that Gen. Weyler 
has 30,000 sick soldiers on his hands. 


Ex-Consul-General Williams to Return 


Ramon O, Wiliams, former United States 
Consul-General in Cuba, who has been in 
Europe since last September, and has spent 
the last two months in Spain, has cabled to 
his son, Ramon V. Williams, that he is to 
return home on the North German Lloyd 
steamer which is due here next Tuesday. 
His son says his father’s trip to Spain has 
no official significance, but that in his letter 
from Madrid he expresses himself as being 
much pleased with his reception by the 
Spanish officials, who were very cordial. 
He writes also that he dined with Gen. Mar- 
tinez Campos. 

Macco Soon to Be Heard From, 

‘It is a decisive victory for Maceo. It is 
defeat and disgrace for Weyler,’’ said Sefior 
Tomas Estrada Palma, chief of the Cuban 
revolutionary parity in the United States, 
today on the inglorious ending of Weyler’s 
campaign in the Province of Pinar del Rio. 

“The time is coming when the brave 
Maceo will assume the offensive; when he 
will strike a blow so decisive that Weyler 
will be wonder-stricken. The time is not 
far off.” 

Dana and Cockran to Speak. 

The Cuban patriot organization known as 
the Oscar Primelles club on Friday evening 
will celebrate at Chickering Hall the death 
of the eight Cuban students who were 
Slaughtered in jail during the ten years’ 
war lasting from 1868S to 1878 Among the 
speakers on the program are W. Bourke 
Cockran and Charles A. Dana. 

Get Ready for Another Expedition.

KILLS AND BUTCHERS 800 PEOPLE. 


It Is Said Weyler’s Own Troops Are 
Terrorized at His Barbarity. 

Key. West, Fila., Nov. 25.—Passengers 
from Havana report that Gen. Weyler re- 
ported he was unable to find Maceo. 

The report of Serafin Sanchez’s death is 
denied. 

The rebels have captured the Town of Las 
Tunas in Puerto Principe Province. Wey- 
ler’s troops were terrorized at his cruelty 
and barbarity in or near the Rubi Mountains. 
He«killed and butchered 800 peaceful people, 
women and children included. 

Hundreds of families concentrated in the 
towns in the Province of Pinar del Rio have 
died of fever and misery. 

Two battalions have gone to the relief of 
Victoria de Las Tunas, which was seized 
by the rebels. There are still no further de- 
tails from there, 

Gen. Weyler will probably return to Pinar 
del Rio today. Maceo, it is said, is in the 
northwest part of Pinar del Rio, where, it 
is reported, he awaits an expedition and has 
a great supply of victuals, cattle, and some 
ammunition. 


GREETINGS DIRECT FROM MACEO. 


He Reports His Army in Condition to 
Withstand Weyler’s Attacks. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 25.—The first direct 
and authentic news from the mountain camp 
of Gen. Antonio Maceo that has been re- 
ceived in this country .since Gen. Weyler 
left Havana for the front two weeks agu 
came today by special messenger, who 
stopped in this city. 

The message is directed to the New York 
junta and reads: : ; 

‘We have withstood the enémy in many 
encounters and are prepared for any move 
he may make. We have rendered him much 
injury and will be able to withstand any of 
his attacks for some timé to céme. 

“ Assure our noble friends in the United 
States that the cause of liberty will ‘not 
suffer in Pinar dei Rio. To those who are 
friendly to our cause I send greetings. 

* ANTONIO MAcKo.” 

The message was dated at the rebel army 


camp near Las Pozas. 


The carrier of the message, whore name 
is not given out by the Cuban leaders, was a 
witness to the fight at Artemisa, which was 
first reported as a great Spanish victory and 
later as a drawn battle. 

“It was a splendid fight,” said the Cuban 
officer, “‘and gave great hope and courage 


| to the entire army. Maceo did not use his 


entire force against the Spaniards, but the 
latter, who numbered between 6,000 and 
8,000, were driven back from the foothills, 
and many of them weré slain upon the hard 
plateau before the town.” he, 


Is TIME TO RECOGNIZE CUBA. 


Senator Chandler Thinks Independ- 


ence Should Be Declared. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 25,—Senator 
Chandler says: 
“The time for the recognition of Cuban 
independence has come. 
“It is too late to recognize belligerency. 


The day for that has gone past.” 


Senator Chandler has no fear of serious 
consequences for the United States in case 
we choose to recognize either independence 
or belligerency. 

“*If we recognize belligerency,” he said, 
“Spain would not go to war about it unless 
she were carried away by a frenzy of passion. 
If we were to recognize independence there 
would be no cause for us to go to war unless 
Spain attacked us. 

‘It is folly for Spain to talk about going 
to war with the United States. Within 
three months her navy would be destroyed, 
her colonies would be in our possession, and 
her own territory would be at our mercy.”’ 
*,Consul-Genera! Lee called on the President 
at the White House early this morning, pre- 
sumably on Cuban affairs. 


SANCHEZ’S DEATH IS CONFIRMED. 


Lopes Coloma, an Insurgent Leader, to 
Be Shot Today. 

Havana, Nov. 25.—The report of the death 
of Serifin Sanchez, the insurgent leader, ap- 
pears to be fully confirmed. His family have 
gane into mourning. 

Captain-General Weyler has telegraphed 
to Gen. Arlos saying he is satisfied with his 
activity and that of the troops in the de- 
fense of the inflitary line. 

At Chivos, Province of Matanzas, the in- 
surgents recently kidnaped a well-known 
resident named Mauricio Suarex, and his 
ransom not being procurable, the man was 
hanged. 

Antonio Lopez Coloma, who was the first 
insurgent leader to rise in Matanzas, will 
be shot tomorrow in the Cabanas fortress. 

Weyler Wants No Truce. 

The statement in the London Times that 
it was reported that an armisitiee was prob- 
able in Cuba is ridiculed here. The Asso- 
clated Press is authorized to state that 
Captain-General Weyler will in no event 
commend the idea of a trucé, more especially 
atthe presenttime. Nor does he believe that 
the home government will entertain ary 
such proposition, whether coming from in- 
terested parties or outsiders. 

Retirement Is Not Demanded. 

The story published in New. York to the 
effect that there had been a rupture between 
Captain-General Weyler and the Spanish 
residents is pronounced from official sources 


to be a fabrication. No dispatch has ever 


been sent from Havana asking for Gen. 
Weyler’s retirement. Captain-General Wey- 
ler has neither been asked to resign nor is 
Gen. Pando expected in Havana to take his 
place, It is pointed out that the Spanish 
sympathizers are not losing confidence and 
that om the contrary their enthusiasm is in- 
creasing, as shown by the quick response to 
Gen. Weyler’s call for volunteers for active 
service.

SPAIN RESTORES THE INQUISITION. 


Detatiis of Atrocious Tortures Resorted 
To in the Philippines. 

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 25.—{Speciai.]— 
The Hongkong newspapers which arrived 
by the steamship Pekin bring the first de- 
tails of atrocious tortures which tle Span- 
fards are using in Manila to compel confes- 
sions from natives and half-castes suspected 
of aiding the revolution. 

James W. Davidson, a well-known corre- 
spondent, was sent to Manila by the Hong- 
kong Press to report matters as they were. 
He sent his letters so that they escaped the 
official censorship. 

He declares that the Spanish have revived 
the methods of the Inquisition and that they 
are actually using machines of torture that 
were brought over to Manila by Dominican 
priests 200 years ago. Davidson says he 
has ample proof that men are permanently 
crippled by rough usage of the Spanish 
troops and that many rich Mestizos and na- 
tives have been arrested and condemned to 
deportation on flimsy testimony so that the 
Spanish officials could secure their confis- 
cated estates. So great are the atrocities 
that Consuls of Japan and of several Euro- 
pean powers are considering an appeal tu 
the great powers to put an end to the torture, 
outrage, and deportation of those who have 
had no fair trial. 

It is said the method is first to bind the 

risoners’ hands behind their backs so tight- 
y that the cords cut into the flesh. In that 
climate mortification results and many have 
lost their arms, while others are permanently 
crippled. After a few days, if they refuse 
to confess their guilt, they are brought Into 
the torture chamber. After being stripped 
the alleged culprit is first subjected to whip- 
ping with rattans—200 blows or more if the 
victim is especially obstinate. Then thumb- 
screws are brought into play and the powr 
wretch, already half dead from the beating, 
is obliged to undergo the exquisite pain 
that these little instruments produce. 

In Neura Ecia Province 1,000 women sym- 
pathizers of the rebels have been killed. 


WEYLER 18 NOT TO BE RECALLED, 


Premier Canovas del Castillo Saya 
Spain Is Satisfied with His Work. 
Madrid, Nov. 25.—The Premier, Sefior Ca- 

novas del Castillo,,was questioned today on 
the subject of the contradictory reports cir- 
culated as a result of an unexpected return 
of the Captain-General of Cuba, Gen. Wey- 
ler, to Havana. The Spanish Premier said 
in substance there was notruth inthe report 
that Gen. Wevyler had been recalled, and it 
was equally untrue that his recall was con- 
templated. The Ministers had confidence 
that he would be successful.

SPIRIT OF KOSSUTH STILL LIVES 


Imperial Formality Objected To in the 
“Hungarian Diet. 

Puda Pest, Nov. 25.—In the Lower House 
of the Diet today the presiding officer re- 
ferred briefly to the millennium celebrations, 
and expressed the loyalty of the house to the 
crown. 

Baron Banffy, the Premier, announced 
that Emperor Francis Joseph would formal- 
ly open the Diet on Thursday next at the 
palace, whereupon Deputy KomkKathy, a 
Kossuthist, stated that ‘he and his friends 
could not attend the ceremony, adding that 
the King ought to open the Diet in the Par- 
liament House, and not in the palace over 
which the black 4nd yellow flag of Austria 
waved. 

In reply Baron Banffy said there was no 
warrant for these objections, as no law 
obliged the King t6 open the Diet in the Par- 
liament’ House, and, therefore, his Majesty 
would open the session in the palace sur- 
rounded by the dignitaries of Hungary, and 
over the King’s residence would be displayed 
the national and Croatian tricolor and the 
standard of the reigning house. This an- 
nouncement was greeted with loud cheering. 


FRENCH MINISTRY IS NEAR DEFEAT. 


Radicals Almost Succeed in Carrying 
| Their Point. 

Paris, Nov. 26.—The ministry had a nar- 
row escape from defeat in the Chamber to- 
day during the discussion of the estimates. 

M. Rambaud, the Minister of Education, 
resisted a demand of the Radicals for the im- 
mediate installation of lay mistresses in 
6.500 eleméntary schools, which are still 
in the hands of the nuns, instead of wait- 
ing until the nuns had resigned or died. 

This radical motion was on the point of be- 
ing carried when M. Krantze, the reporter 
of the Budget committee, insisted that such 
a resolution, involving a large increase in 
expenditures, must first be submitted to the 
committee. This point saved the situation, 
and gives the government an extra day 
to collect its forces.. The Radicals are cha+ 
grined at the loss of their expected victory.

NEW SOUTH AMERICAN TRIUMVIRATE 

Details of the Confederation Explained 
by Caezar Bonilla. 

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 25.—A letter from 
Cesar Bonilla, received by John T. W right, 
Consul from Honduras, details in full the 
establishment of the new South American 
triumvirate. The letter is in part as follows: 

“The governmer.ts of Honduras, Salvador, 
and Nicaragua eelebrated in the port of 
Amapala on the #“th of June, 189), a treaty 
with the important object of procuring the 
realization of the beautiful idea of recon- 
struction of the ancient establishment. I 
transcribe to you the most important articles 
of the same, which areasfollows: , 

“Art. 1. Republics of Nicaragua, Hon- 
duras, and Salvador wili form in the future 
only one political entity to exercise its 
transitory sovereignty under the name of 
the Republica Mayor de Centro America. 
This denomination will continue until the 
republics of Nicaragua and Costa Rica vol- 
untarily accept the present arrangement, in 
which case it shall be called the Republic of 
Central America : 

“ Art.2. By the political agreement the gov- 
ernments that will sign this document will 
not renounce their autonomy and inde- 
pendence in directing their own affairs in 
the interior; and the constitution and sec- 
cndary laws of-each State will continue in 
force in all that which is not in opposition 


‘to the present stipulations. 


‘Art. 3. There will be established a Diet 
composed of a member Who is a property- 


‘owner and one substitue elected by each one 


of the republics signing the compact. The

PLOT TO SEIZE THE KING OF COREA. 


Seamen Landed by a Russian Warship 
to Protect Him in His Asylum. 

Yokohama, Nov. 25.—According to a dis- 
patch from Seoul, capital of Corea, a num- 
ber of Corean officers had been arrested for 
plotting to seize the King and force him to 
return to the palace from the Russian Le- 
gation, where he sought refuge some time 
ago. 

It is further stated that three Russian 
officers and eighty Russian seamen, with a 
field. gun belonging to the force, landed at 


Chemulpo by a Russian warship, entered 
Seoul yesterday. . 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 25.—It is learned 


| here that the K4ng of Corea has been much 


alarmed .since the murder of the Queen, 
and since that occurrence has resided in the 
Russian Legation and has been virtually 
under the protection of the Russian Gov- 
ernment. The Russians have determined to 
a the legation, whether it is an asy- 
um for the King of the country or simply 
the official residence. It is not believed that 
the King is weak, but he has no army, Jap- 
arese to a large extent constituting Corea’s 
fighting forces. It is not believed that Japan 
as a government is encouraging the out- 
breaks against the King, for it is said by 
those in a position to know that it would 
not be to the advantage of Japan to have 
trouble in Corea. : 

It is thought at the Corean Legation that 
there are robber bands and lawless men in 
Corea who are making all the trouble and 
who are encouraging the officers of the army 
to seize the King. It is also recognized 
that there is a feeling against Russian influ- 
ence in Corean affairs. 


VENEZUELAN COMMISSION’S REPORT. 


Justice Brewer Discusses the Status of 
the Question with Secretary Olney. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 25.—Justice Brew- 
er, President of the Venezuelan Commission, 
called on Secretary Olney at the State De- 
partment today and later had a talk with 
Secretary Lamont. The call on Mr. Olney 
was for the purpose of going over the status 
of the Venezuelan question with a view of de- 
termining what nature of. report the 
Commission shall make to the President. 
The act creating the body contemplates a 
report to the President in time for his report 
to Congress when it reassembles next month. 

The recent agreement for arbitration raises 
a question as to whether the report should 
go into ihe subject matter of the dispute. 

Mr. Olney explained the terms of the agree- 
ment and its bearing on the commission. 
Whether a report should be made going into 
the merits of the controversy was not de- 
cided, but will be determined largely by the 
manner in which the agreement is received 
as conclusive. 

Both the United States and Great Britain 
have accepted it, but the position of Vene- 
zuela is ret to be made known, Minister An- 
drade and Mr. J. J. Storrow, one of the Vene- 
zuelan counsel, being now at Caracas await- 
ing a final decision. ; 

It can be stated positively that the commis- 
sion is prepared to submit a full report, in- 
cluding the subject matter, and a final ruling 
as between Great Britain and Venezuela, 
if the President and Mr. Olney desire it. 

Some of the more material facts of the case 
have been put in final shape and are now in 
the form of proofsheets, but if the arbitra- 
tion agreement is accepted as final on all 
hands, then the report of the commission 
may be merely formal, s0‘as to come within 
the requirements of the law.

WHITE HOUSE SOCIAL ARRANGEMENTS 


First Cabinet Dinner Is Slated for Jan. 
7 and the First Public Recep- 
° tion for Feb. 18. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 25.—[{Special.]— 
President Cleveland has been able to snatch 
sufficient time from the ordinary qares of 
state for sundry consyltations with the lady 
of the White House and Col. J. M. Wilson, 
the major domo of the establishment, to com- 
plete the arrangements for the coming social 
season, and the official program was made up 
this afternoon at a date earlier than usual. 

The events follow thé usual arrangements 
for high official functions. The season be- 
gins, of course, with President Cleveland’s 
reception at 11 o’clock of New Year’s day, 
when the Vice-President, the members of the 
Cabinet, and the Diplomatic Corps, will 
make their annual bow to the President and 
Mrs. Cleveland. Fifteen minutes later the 
Supreme Court and the local judiciary will 
be received, and at 11:25 members of Con- 
gress and ex-members of the Cabinet, and 
former Ministers abroad. At 11:40 the offi- 


.cers of the army and navy in full regalia 


will be received, and at high noon the various 
Commissioners of bureaus. At 12:15 the 
veterans have their alloted period for twenty 
minutes, and then comes the general recep- 
tion of citizens, terminating at 2 p. m. 

The President will be flanked by Mrs, 
Cleveland, Mrs. Stevenson, and the women 
of the Cabinet, and these, as usual, will be 
en up by the flower of Washington so- 
ciety. 

The first Cabinet dinner is slated for Thurs- 
day, Jan. 7. The diplomatic reception comes 
the following Thursday from 9 to 11 p.m, 
and the diplomatic dinner a week later. The 
reception to Congress and the judiciary is 
set for Thursday, Jan. 28, in the evening. The 
army and navy reception is set for ‘‘hurs- 
day, Feb. 11, and the public reception Thurs- 
day, Feb. 18. The Supreme Court dinner 
will come off Feb. 4, and Mrs. Cleveland’s 
formal reception Saturday, Feb. 6, from 3 
to 5 p. m. 

The announcement of these dates settles 
the general coursé of social events in Wash- 
ington for the winter, and also of many af- 
fairs in other cities, as visitors make ar- 
rangements to come to Washington so as to 
participate in some of the numerous official 
functions.

Redmond, 
Member of Parliament for Waterford City, 
Ireland, arrived on the White Star liner Teu. 
tonic tonight. He was met at quara ine 
by Edward O'Flaherty, President of the 
Irish Independent Parliamentary party, and 
John J. Daly, the Secretary of the Waterford 
Men's Association of this city, who invited 


' Mr. Redmond to a reception to be held in his 


honor at the Hoffman House as’ soon as he 
reached that hostelry. 

Mr. Redmond has, since he succeeded 
Charles Stewart Parnell as leader of the in- 
dependent section of the Irish Nationalists. 
secome a prominent figure in Irish and En- 
glish politics. He has become somewhat 
grayer and stouter than when he last vis- 
ited New York in the spring. 

A fellow-passenger of Mr. Redmond was 
Dr. Edward Byrne, the editor of the Irish 
Daily Independent, who comes here to spend 
his vacation. He was, curiously enough, a 
companion of Mr. Redmond when, with 
William O’Brien-and other members of Par-

liament, he attended the National League 

convention held in Chicagg immediately 

after Gladstone’s introduction of his home 

rule bill for Ireland in 1886. . 
What He Says. 

Mr. Redmond in an interview said: 

“My present visit to America is entirely 
non-political in the sense that I do not in- 
tend to take advantage of my visit to pro- 
mote the interests of any political party in 
Ireland. 

**I am here on a lecture tour and will deal 
with political parties, for nobody can speak 
about the British Parliament without deal- 
ing in politics. Irish controversial politics 
I shalll, however, eschew.” 

Mr. Redmond then referred to the Royal 
Commission on the financial relations be- 
tween England and Ireland, of which he is 
a member. 

“For the last half of a century,’’ he said, 
“representatives of Ireland have been in- 
sisting that Ireland has been overtaxed. 
Two or three Parliamentary committees 
have reported, but in vain. At last, how- 
ever, @ representative commission of En- 
glish, Irish, and Scotch members of all polit- 


'feal parties in the three countries has in- 


vestigated the subject in the most exhaustive 
way. 

“The commissjon has. reported unani.. 
mously that Ireland has for the last forty 
years been overtaxed about $15,000,000 a 
year, judged by its relative capacity to 
bear taxation with England. Certain mem- 
bere of the commission have believed that 
a certain proportion of this over-taxation 
was offset by the fact that the civil and mil- 
did 4 administrations of Ireland were very 
costly. 


‘An Important Event. 


_~ “"K'majority of two-thirds of the commis: 


sion has reported that, making full allow- 
ance for every excessive expenditure in Ire- 
land, that country is still overtaxed $12.- 
290,000 a year. This I-regard as the most 
important event. in,the history of. Ireland 
since the union: nineéty-six years ago. . 

““If the money that we have overpaid be 
refunded to us it- will-extinguish taxation in 
Ireland altogether for an indefinite time. 
Even if restitution be left out of account, 
and we get bare justice for the future, we 
ought to have the latter sum each year 
henceforward to enable Ireland to develop 
her industrial resources, and make her the 
prosperous country she would have been but 
for this intolerable burden.”’ 

Diseredits Jones’ Revelations. 

When asked in regard to the arrest of the 
alleged dynamiters and the subsequent ap- 
pearance of Jones, the American, as an in- 
former, Mr. Redmond said: 

“Of Jones’ performance I know nothing, 
and I do not believe in the existence of any 
new dynamite conspiracy, here or elsewhere, 
against England; and while I cannot’ but rec- 
ognize that this new dynamite scare may in- 
terfere with the release of the Irish and 
Irish-American prisoners still in Portland 
prison I feel that when the true facts come to 
light the English people will not be deterred 
from performing a duty of justice by re- 
leasing the few remaining prisoners, who 
have already suffered greatly. 

“The news that Gallagher and White- 
head were hopelessly insane when they ar- 
rived here was no news to me. They were 
both mad for many years before they were 
set free. Of the five men still in Portland 
prison in whom Irishmen most take an in- 
terest, Flanagan is undoubtedly insane, 
while Wilson and Burton are so delicate that 
the prison doctor has forbidden them from 
doire any heavy work. 

“The other two are not in much better 
condition.”’ .

BIG SNOWSTORM RAGING IN MONTANA. 


Thermometer Ranges from Five to 
Forty Degrees Below—Railroad 
Traffic Is Impeded. 


Butte, Mont., Nov. 25.—[{Special.]—Reports 
from all over the State indicate that the 
worst storm that has been known in many 
years is raging, and the mercury at 5o’clock 
was ranging in different parts of the State 
from 5° to 40° below and growing colder. In 
Butte street car traffic has been almost en- 
tirely suspended, and all ratiroad trains are 
greatly blocked. 

Helena, Mont., Nov. 25,—The worst snow- 
storm that has visited Montana for years is 
raging here and has been for the last thirty 
hours and shows no signs of abatement. 

Over a foot of snow has fallen, tying up all 
street car lines in Helena. Railroad traffic 
is seriously interfered with. The cold is ex- 
treme, the mercury ranging from 5 to 30 be- 
low zero. 

Bismarck, N. D., Nov. 25.—Two feet of 
snow on the level and still snowing is the 
condition that is making cattlemen in this 
section desperate.today. With thousands of’ 
cattle on the ranges without food or shelter’ 
the situation is most critical, and heavy 
losses are expected. There has never been 
as much snow on the ground at this season 
of the year as at present.

WORK IN CHICAGO RIVER. 


MAJ. MARSHALL REPORTS 
HAS BEEN DONE.

WHAT 


He Tells the Chief of Engineers the 
Cest of All Improvements to Date in 
the Local and Calumet Harbors and 
the Illipois and Calumet Rivers and 
the Hennepin Canal—What It Is 
Hoped to Accomplish by Expendi- 
tures Yet to Be Made. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 25.—[{Special.]— 
Maj. Marshal) in. his October report to the 
Chief of Engineers gives some interesting 
figures as to the cost of river and harbor im- 
provements at Chicago and vicinity. This 
report practically closes up the matter for 
the remainder of this season, or until navi- 
gation is resumed in the spring. Regarding 
Chicago harbor Maj. Marshall says: 

“Up to Oct. 31 there had been expended 
$1,178,959 for the improvement of the Chi- 
cago harbor and for dredging the river, be- 
ginning at the forks and continuing on the 
two branches. The approved project of Aug.

LAKE-FRONT ARGUMENTS CLOSED. 


Claims Made by the Applicants, or Mc- 
Kee Scrip Locators. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 25.—The hearing 
in the Chicago lake front case, in which 160 
acres of valuable land on the Lake Michigan 
shore above the Chicago River are at stake, 
was closed today. Little time is expected 
to elapse before Commissioner Lamoreaux 
will announce his decision, but whatever 
that may be, it is certain the matter will be 
litigated in the courts. 

The counsel for Cox and Streeter continued 
their arguments at the opening this morn- 
ing. The feature of the session was the 
argument for the applicants, or McKee 
scrip locators, Mathias Benner and Harvey 
M. La Follette. ‘They sought to show that 
the Kinzie patent did not cover accretions 
and that they are the owners of the land 
covered by their claims, and only the issu- 
ance of a patent remains to be done by the 
Land Office. : 

From the time of the government survey 
in 1821 the land lying east of the survey line 
has constantly increased by accretions and 
now comprises over 160 acres. Al! of this, 
they claimed, is vacant public land of the 
United States, as. has been determined by 
the recent. official survey. Reviewing the 
Kinzie patent they insisted that neither 
Kinzie nor his grantees: obtained any right 
or title to lands lying east of the original 
survey line when Kinzie’s entry was made. 
As that survey made boundary lines, it is 
clear they insisted that Kinzie did not take 
to*the shore line, 

Counsel made an exhaustive review of the 
various surveys and of the history of the 
McKee scrip, certain certificates of which 
they are seeking to locate. Lands lying out- 
side of the wall survey line of 1821, they sub- 
mitted, were the property of the United 
States at the time of the issuance of the 
Kinzie patent and remained such property 
until taken by the scrip applicants, 


FORMAN TO TAKE OFFICE ON FRIDAY 


Unlacky Day Has No Terrors for the 
Internal Revenue Commissioner. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 25,—[Special.]— 
It was expected that ex-Congressman For- 
man of Illinois would today relieve Commis- 
sioner Miller of the cares of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau, but the ceremony was post- 
poned until the day after Thanksgiving. 

Mr. Forman called at the Treasury De- 
partment this morning, and, after a confer- 
ence with Commissioner Miller, a change of 
plan was agreed upon to permit the incum- 
bent te surrender the reins to his successor 
on Friday. ' 


Interest to Cease on Currency Sixes. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 25.—Secretary

His Report on the Educational Needs 
of Chicago Before the Central 
Council, Civic Federation. 


At the monthly meeting of the Central 
Council of the Civic Federation last night at 
the Palmer House Richard Waterman, sec- 
retary of the Educational committee, read a 
report for Dr. W. R. Harper, the Chairman, 
embodying the results of his study of the 
educational system of the city and its wants. 
It enumerates the possible improvements of 
the system in the form of the following in- 
terrogatories: 

** How can adequate provision be made for 
the preparation of the new teachers needed 
each year to carry on the work of the public 
schools? What provision should be made to 
aid teachers who are now in the schools and 
who wish to advance their scholarship or in- 
crease their professional strength? What 
provision should be made for getting rid of 
teachers who have proved themselves incom. 
petent or unfit to have the care of children? 

‘What provision should be made for the 
establishment of public kindergartens 
throughout the city wherever they are 
needed? 

‘What provision should be made for the 
introduction of manual training into the 
primary, grammar, and high schoo) grades? 

‘* How can the plan of school work be modi- 
fied so as to kéep boys in school longer and 
give them a better preparation for the duties 
of life and of citjzenship? 

* How should the cours@ of study be modi- 
fied so as to enable pupils to finish in ten 
years the work which now takes twelve? 

‘* What provision should be made for the 
passage and enforcement of an adequate 
compulsory education law? 

“What should be done with children who 
are beyond the control ef their parents and 
who, inetead of going to school, spend their 
time on the streets and are rapidly develop- 
ing criminal instincts? , 

“ What provision should be made for ap- 
plying civil service rules to the employés 
of the board?’’ 

The report pledges to the Board of Educa- 
tion the hearty codperation of the committee 
and recommends the. formation of subcom- 
mittees in all the wards to assist the com- 
mittee. 

‘President Baker announced that the Ex- 
ecutive committee had perfected its arrange- 
ments for a banquet at the Auditorium 
Hotel on the evening of Dec. 17 in honor 
of the members-elect of tire Legislature, the 
design being to bring the different sections 
of the State together.to see if the legislative 
wants of Chicago cannot bé met witheut 
injury to the smaller municipalities of the 
State. : 

Charles R. Henrotin made a report on 
child labor and recommended that the Irn- 
dustrial committee be empowered to convene 
a meeting at an early day of representatives 
of the women’s clubs and of the labor or- 
ganizations to consider the subject of re- 
form legislation on this subject. The report 
was unanimously adopted. 

A communication was received from the 
Twelfth Ward Council agktng the Centra] 
Council to apply to the authorities to enforce 
the ordinance against newsboys crying 
papers Sunday morning, The matter was 
referred to the Municipal committee, 


TURNKEY BEAUBIEN LOSES HIS PLACE 


Inadvertently Allowing a Prisoner to 
Escape Causes Chief Badenoch to 
Displace the Aged Officer. 


Because a prisoner at the Harrison Street 
Police Station eluded his vigilance on elec- 
tion day, Alexander Beaubien, the oldest 
turnkey of the Police Department, is to be 
given a less responsible position than that 
which he now holds. Beaubien is 74 years of 
age, and this fact surprised Chief Badenoch 
when dealing with the case yesterday. 

The man bears the distinction of being the 
first white child born im Chicago. He has 
lived here since his birth, in 1822, and his 
family were residents of Chicago when it 
was a trading post. 

The police arrested Adolph Levine on elec- 
tion day, charging him with being implicated 
in the robbery of William F. Snider. Levine 
was locked in a ¢ell which contained halfa 
dozen other prisoners at the Harrison Street 
Station. Late in the evening a number of 
prisoners were bailed out and Beaubien con- 
fused Levine with them. 

Levine walked up-stairs and then out 
of the station unmolested. 

He was rearrested several days later, and 
when brought before Capt. Koch explained 
how he had left the station. Charges of in- 
attention to duty were then preferred 
against Beaubien, and Chief Badenoch dis- 
posed of the matter yesterday. 

Beaubien was -appointed a patrolman 
eighteen yearsago. For twelve years he has 
been lockupkeeper at the Harrison Street 
Police Station. The Beaubien family now 
has a claim pending in court for a large 
amount of property in the central portion 
of the city. 

The aged turnkey will in the future be 
kept areund the Harrison Street Police Sta- 
tion as an assistant to the Desk Sergeants. 
His salary will not:be reduced. | 

Patrolman M. E. McNamara of the Elev- 
enth Precinct was dismissed from the serv- 
ice yesterday for intoxication and unbecom- 
ing conduct. 


BRYAN TALKS IN THE SILYER COUNTRY 


Is Enthusiastically Received at Pueblo 
and Colorado Springs—Prophe- 
sies Victory in 1900. 


Pueblo, Colo., Nov. 25.—Pueblo has ex- 
tended the most cordial of Western wel- 
comes to William J. Bryan. Mr. Bryan was 
met at the depot here by a vast concourse, 
including the Centennial High School Ca- 
dets, who escorted him to the Central High 
School grounds, where the first speech was 
delivered to a great gathering of schoo! chil- 
dren and older people. 

Mr. Bryan made no speeches en route from 
Denver, although at every station a crowd 
had gathered to cheer the silver champion, 
and at various points salutes were fired as 
the train passed. 

Colorado Springs, Colo., Nev. 25.—William 
Jennings Bryan delivered an address to- 
hight before 5,000 people, who met him at 
the depot while he was passing through the 
city on his return from Pueblo. Mr. Bryan 
spoke from the balcony of the hate) adjoin- 
ing the depot for nearly half an*hour. He 
was introduced by Mayor Plumb, and after 
the cheering had subsided said in part: 

‘“*I did not suppose I could find to many 
people gathered.in the,United States who 
had not learned that the election was over. 
You act as though you were in the midst of 
a campaign or were celebrating a victory 
just won. You are right, we are in the 
midst of a campaign. We are going to ac- 
complish in 1f what we have failed to aw 
complish in 1896.”’ 


REVERSAL IN THE MARIA EVANS CASE. 


Illinois Supreme Court Sends Back the 
Claim to Dr. Henry Lawrence’s 
Estate for Retrial.

‘JUDGE MYERS IS. MILD. 


DENIES HE PURPOSES TO HURL KAN- 
SAS AGAINST UNCLE SAM. 


Says He Sees No Reason Why There 
Should Be War—Used to Be Attorney 
for the Santa Fe and Liked It—Says 
He Does Not Want to Harass the 
Road, but: Insists Upon Its Doing 


Business in His Court—Will Ignore 
Judge Foster, 


Topeka, Kas.,: Nov. 25.—[Special.J—“‘ I am 
aS mild-mannered a man as ever scuttled a 
ship or confiscated a railroad, and if there 
is any trouble over the Santa Fé receivership 
it will not be of my seeking,” said District 
Judge Lewis A. Myers this morning just be- 
fore opening court in Holton, Jackson 
County. “I was at one time a local attor- 
ney of the Santa Fé road and I was always 
treated well and have none but the kindliest 
feelings for its officials. I have no disposi- 
tion whatever to harass the road and shall 
do all I can to prevent difficulties. 

“TI am willing to modify the receivership 
order if the ratiway people have any sug- 
gestions to make. All 1 should want would 
be recognition of the receiver as am officer 
of the court of which I am Judge until the 
case is tried on its merits. I would be per- 
fectly Satisfied if the company agreed to re- 
port to the receiver its net earnings pending 
the settlement of the case.” 

Then he smiled and added: 


“I see no occasion for a war under any 
circumstances.’’ 


. Myers Will Ignore Judge Foster. 


“TI still maintain the United States courts 
have no jurisdiction ina matterof this kind, 
and even if Judge Foster assumes jurisdic- 
tion I shall go ahead with the case, pro- 
vided, of course, County Attorney Plhin- 
ney desires to do so;'if he does not press the 
suit, I, of course, shall not object. If Mr. 
Phinney asks me to proceed with the trial 
of the case and the railway people refuse to 
recognize the receiver in any manner, then 
I shall direct him to take actual, tangible 
possession.’’ 

Judge Myers declined to discuss the meas- 
ures he would adopt to enforce his orders. 
He is undoubtedly right in saying there is 
no danger of a conflict between State and 
Federal troops, because Gov. Morrill has no 
Sympathy with either Judge Myers. or 
County: Attorney Phinney: in the position 
they. have taken, and he would not allow 
State troops to be called out. 

When asked about the charges in deposi- 
tions filed in Judge Foster’s court that the 
receiver had been selected-and his bord ap- 
proved some time in advance of the filing of 
the suit, Judge Myers said: 

** That is wholly untrue, the receiver’s bond 
was not shown to me until Monday, Nov. 9, 
and the appointment was made at the time 
it was announced, that is, about 3 p. m.; Nov. 
5. Henry Keeler did show, me the form of 
thé petition and of the order he meant to 
ask for some time before the election. He 
did not present it in court, but handed it to 
me to look at one day in the hotel where I 
am staying in Holton. 


Gives Judge No Discretion. 


“TI told him it was satisfactory in form, 
and he showed me the alien land law, which 
I had never seen before. It leaves the Judge 
no discretion in the matter of issuing the 
preliminary order. I asked Keeler why he 
did not first give the railway notice, and he 
explained this would defeat the intent of the 
law, as the foreign shareholders could 
transfer their stock by cable. That seemed 
reasonable enough to me. 

‘**I want to say once for all I did not know 
or think anything: about stock jobbing in 
connection with the suit. I was not in- 


‘formed of any plans to bear Atchison se- 


curities, and if my brother, John Q. Myers, 
went to Chicago to buy puts on Atchison 
it was not on information furnished by me, 
and I am not his guardian. 

“TI have not yet passed on the constitu- 
tionality of the law or its applicability to 
railroad property. 

‘The reason I decline to allow Assistant 
Attorney-General A. A. Godard to supplant 
Phinney in'‘the conduct of the case was 
that I was and am satisfied there was collu- 
sion between him and the Santa Fé people 
to sneak the case out of my court in the night 
time. , 

Regardin the Contempt Cases. 


“I have not yet’ made up my mind on the 
contempt matter. The court will meet at 
Oskaloosa on Friday, Dec. 4, to take up any 
unfinished business and it is possible the con- 
tempt charges wiil be inquired into then. 
The case cannot come before me on its mer- 
its before the February term.’’ 

Judge Myers said it was Keeler’s original 
intention to begin proceedings before elec- 
tion day, but Phinney asked for a delay, as 
he was a candidate for reélection and did 
not want to appear to be giving himself a 
boost. 

Judge Myers is known to be a man of firm- 
ness, but he has never done anything before 
to attract general attention. He is 53 years 
old. In company he is genial and he does 
not look as ferocious as his pictures. He 
came to.Kansas in 1866, and was a Repub- 
lican until 1882, since when he has been 
acting with the Popocrats and Populists.

THE THANKSGIVING FEAST. 

The more solemn aspect of Thanksgiving 
day is dominated this year by a merciful de- 
liverance from a nationa] menace that 
dwarfs by comparison the other bounties of 
providence. The reverential gratitude of 
the people is inspired to a more zealous 
manifestation by the preservatidn of the 
integrity of the republic from the most in- 
sidious and malevolent assault to which it 
has ever. been subjected. The ravages of 
war were more devastating, but they could 
have inflicted no more destructive blight 
than that contained in the pernicious finan- 
cial creed that wantonly included national 


and individual honor among its inevitable 


victims. 

The country has emerged from this threat- 
ening cloud stronger, more courageous, with 
every prospect full of cheer and free from 
the restraining ditch of its foe and its own 
temerity has leaped forward gladly to win 
back its place far in the van of prosperous 
nations. No blessing vouchsafed-the Amer- 
ican people has ever invoked hearty thanks 
with a more imperative appeal. It should 
be the potential factor in every observance 
of the day; it should be the text of the ex- 
pressions of grateful hearts; it should in- 
spire the revelry and crown the feast. 

But the individual sentiment of the day 
will doubtless conform largely to the 
changed customs and dwell little on serious 
things and much on the relaxations from 
the usual workaday routine. It was felicit- 
ously designed when this observance was 
fixed in a month that witnesses the dying 
glories of autumn and the grim preparations 
by nature for the season of winter. The 
blasts that seur the verdure of the fields 
and drive the warmth to southern climes 
inspire in man a grateful exaltation of spirit, 
a more buoyant courage, a more affluent ex- 
pression of the gentle attributes of mind and 
heart, a less insistent display, of innate sel- 
fishness, a more gracious observation of the 
golden rule. His spirit is attuned by the 


changed environment to a larger apprecia- | 
tion of the graces and humanities of life. | 


It must have been a subtle recognition of 
these conditions or in obedience to them 
that the day to give thanks has also come to 
be a day when families reunite about the 
parental hearth and linger at a feast of 
nutumn bounties, adorned with joy and good 
cheer. The tables groan with substantial 
viands, but round the board runs a fund of 
‘sympathetic and radiant love that is the 
benison of the banquet. 

The requirements and luxuries of city life 
will deprive many families of Chicago from 
indulgence in the Thanksgiving dinner of 
tradition. Their tribute to the memories of 
the day will be shown in certain table em- 
bellishments, but none will be sufficiently 
unusual to make the occasion in any marked 
degree notable.. Reunions will give place to 
more stately functions, with guests from the 
social realm of which the families may be 
apart. But in the country the more homely 
and delightful sentiment will prevail. There 
will be no distractions of formal guests from 

frank exhibition of joyousness; the white 
cloth will be concealed from view by a 
smoking profusion of unaccustomed lux- 
uries; elegance will be ruthlessly sacrificed 
to clamoring appetites; a confusion of badi- 
nage and merriment and outbursts of laugh- 
ter will attend the dispatch of the imperial 
turkey, and when the ravages have been 
completed to the uttermost possibilities of 
the jovial compeny the fun will be resumed 
in the “ parlor,” decorated on this occasion 
by excess of numbers and jollity. 

Like every other holiday set apart fora 
special observance, the day will be partly 
given up in certain places to an athletic ex- 
hibition. Football, the reigning sport of the 
season, will, thrill audiences that in the 
aggregate will amount to hundreds of thou- 
sands. Every central city will have its 
quota, and it is only fair to say that these 
stirring contests fit in nicely with the tem- 
per of the spectators. lf only this day can 
come to an end without a record of disaster 
on the football field to mar its harmony 
there will be additional cause for a supple- 
mental thanksgiving. 


HOW TO IMPROVE LAKE NAVIGATION. 

It bas been frequently urged that in order 
to secure more depth in the Chicago River 
the tunnels should be lowered. When the 
wind blows strong from the southwest and 
the water runs out into the lake some ves- 
sel gets aground. Then there is an outcry 
to Mr. Yerkes to lower the tunnels three or 
four feet, so as to get from nineteen to twen- 
ty feet of depth. 

A remedy of this kind, however, would 
only afford momentary relief. Its effect 
could not be permanent. If there were no 
other way of dealing with the question it 
would be all right perhaps to lower the tun- 
nels, but as the level of the river, which is 
the same as that of the lake, keeps falling 
there would be the periodical necessity for 
The proper 
and only permanent course to pursue in this 
matter is to recognize the fact that the 
upper iankes are steadily falling because 
their shores are more and more deforested 
and there is a less even and regular dis- 


charge of water into them, Already the 
‘Wisconsin, Michigan, and Canadian shores 


are largely denuded of their timber. The 
level of the lakes is steadily falling. There 
are frequently great floods in the spring- 
time, but these do not suffice, like the reg- 


ular discharge of water the year round, to 


keep up the levels. What is needed is to 
impound the water of the lakes by a dam 
in the Niagara River below Buffalo, which 
will throw back the water of Lake Erie four 


or five feet, and by wing dams above De- 


with Lakes Huron and Michigan. Then 
there would be eufficient depth of water per- 
manently and no danger of interference 
with navigation. It will not be a tempo- 
rary remedy like the others which have been 
proposed, It will not call for the continual 
digging out of harbors, nor will it costmuch. 
Instead of fooling away millions of money 
on rivers and harbors where there is no 
commerce, and never will be any, Congress 
ought at once to improve the great Inke 
barbors and benefit navigation in the man- 
ner suggested. Then there would be no 
need of sinking tunnels and dredging har- 
bors. There would be plenty of water all 
the year anil 


WHITHER HAVE THE FAKERS GONE ? 
- What has become of that rabble of fakers 
who made day. and night hideous during 
the late repudiation unpleasantness by 
shouting from every vantage point the 
incomparable absurdities of 16 to 1? 

Immediately after the Chicago conven- 
tion they sprang up as if by magic in hotels, 
parks, vacant lots, street corners, and all 
other places where people congregate, and, 
endowed with the affluent lungs of an 
auctioneer, set up a prodigious bawling for 
free silver and Bryan. ‘They descended 
like a swarm of locusts not only on Chica- 
go and other Western cities but on the 
cities in the East, and no man seemed to 
know or to be willing to tell whence they 
came, and the same secrecy seems to be 
maintained as to whither they have gone. 
They began at once to howl praises of 
Bryanism, and it was supposed at first 
that they had been tutored for their an- 
noying mission and put in the field by 
Chairman Jones. 

It soon became apparent, however, from 
the style of their talk that “ Coin’s Fioan- 
cial School” was their sole text book and 
treatise, but whether they had studied it 
under the tutelage of “ Coin” Harvey 
or had absorbed it in some other way could 
not be discovered. But it was easy to tell 
who paid them. This pleasing duty fell 
chiefly on the silver mine owners, and it is 
understood the cost of each howler was 
about $3 a day. How much good, if any, 
they did for the cause for which they yelled 
it would be difficult to estimate. Probably 
their efforts were not wholly wasted, for 
it is inconceivable that so much seed sheuld 
be scattered without some of it finding iodg- 
ment in fertile soil. But the demonstra- 
tion was entirely one-sided. The sound 
money forces hired no such gabby army. 
It was exclusively a free silver hullabaloo, 
a new thing in politics or anything else, for 
the babbling was kept up at top pitch and 
top speed until all possible listeners had 
grown weary and gone to bed. On’ all 
sides could be heard fall the badly digested 
chunks of Harvey's book. They talked it 
everlastingly, ringing the changes on the 
“money of the Constitution,” “the crime 
of ’73,” the “ little gold cube,” which rep- 
resented the money of the goldbugs, and 
the immense cube of silver, that stood for 
the great mass of precious metal which was 
to save the country. “ Don’t you want 
more money?’ they would shout out hys- 
terically, and when some one in the crowd 
would reply, “ We do,” the speaker would 
answer at the top of his lung power: “ We 
want to give you more, lots more.” And 
then, when some listener would quietly ask 
if this more money was to be as cood asthe 
present money, and if it were to be worth 
only one-half as much how would the peo- 
ple benefit by having two 50-cent picces 
instead of $1, the howlers would grow red 
in the face and denounce the impertinent 
questioner as a “goldbug,” a “ minion 
of the plutocrats,” who had come, not to be 
instructed, but to break up the meeting. 

Then these’ leather-lunged + wartiors 
talked mysteriously of the vague potency 
for evil supposed to dwell. somewhere 
among the New York banks or in a little 
section of London. But if any one wanted 
to know what that money power was, or 
what kind of harm it was doing, he was 
stigmatized as a “ friend of the plutocrats,” 
an agent “of Wall street,” and a-variety 
of other things that sufficed to supply an 
evasion of the question. qPhus it happened 
that when any one touched on a sore spot, 
or asked a question that did not appear in 
Coin’s hook, the only answer given was: 
“You're a goldbug.” And _ throughout 
all the clamor McKinley was held up as 
a friend of combines and trusts; while 
Bryan was praised as a friend of humani- 
ty, although no one ever thought of sug- 
gesting. anything Bryan had ever done for 
humanity or ever thought of doing. 

Al Ithis noise was kept up to the eve of 
election, and then it suddenly stopped. A 
pall of silence settled on the land. The 
army of fakers slunk away to their homes, 
Quiet reigns where once they ‘roared. 
Whence came they, and, above all, whither 
have they gone? 


A WISE MEASURE OF NATIONAL ECONOMY 
The Democratic club of New York City 
for the first time has celebrated a Repub- 
lican victory by giving a dinner to ex-Gov. 
Flower in recognition of his services during 
the campaign. In the course of his speech 
at the dinner the ex-Governor expressed his 
conviction that the tariff and the currency 
would most prominently engage the atten- 
tion of Congress and the next President. 
He would like to see a revenue bill which 
would give satisfaction substantially to all 
the people and. at the same time furnish 
sufficient revenue for the government eco- 
nomically administered, and he also wouid 
like to see the sanie patriotic course adopted 
in the solution of the money question. 
- It is evident from this general statement 
of his views that ex-Gov. Flower would like 
to see the people who have acted together 
for sound money continue to act together 
for it as well as for a tariff, which in his 
opinion should be conservative. He con- 
cedes that the present tariff does not furnish 
revenue enough. Indeed, that is admitted 
on all sides. We must have more moncy, 
We must have enough to run the govern- 
ment, as he says, but the government must 
be run upon the basis of real and wise econ- 
omy, not upon the basis of the expensive 
economy we now sec. 

There are many departments in which 
more maney is needed, and one of the most 
pressing of these needs is that of a generous 
provision for the national coast defenses. 
A’ wealthy country like the United States 
without this protection is like a city without 
insurance and appliances to protect it from 
fire. 
the country without protection because 
coast defenses are expensive as it would be 
to leave a city without protection from fire 
because fire apparatus ts expensive. One 
of the most pressing needs of this country 
is the construction as rapidly as possible of 
new and improved steel guns. The old 
style pot-metal guns could not make a dent 
in the hull of modern vessels unless the 
_guns were loaded to the bursting point, and 
then they would do more damage to those 
firing them than to the enemy. Should war 
cecur with a foreign power we would have 
to fight with floating fortresses, which 


' could stand off miles from shore, out of

troit, which would have a similar result |

range of our forts, and destroy any of our 
coast cities. These huge and powerful 
monsters could approach New York City 
and destroy property equaling in value the 
entire cost of our civil war, and we should 
have to stand helplessly by and witness it. 
A few gunboats in Lake Michigan could de- 
stroy a thousand millions of property in 
Chicago, and yet we have not a fort or a 
gun to prevent it were the contingency of 
war to happen. In a contest with any for- 
eign first-class naval power we should be 
absolutely helpless. 

Hence one of the most pressing needs for 
an increase of revenue and at the same 
time one of~the clearest movements of a 
wise economy would be to protect thorough- 
ly all our cities on the ocean, the gulf, and 
the great lakes from any possibility of a 
successful assault by the fleets of foreign 
nations. It is not only neciful that we 
should be ready in case of war, but we must 
reduce the liability of war by being in readi- 
ness for it. There is no surer way of de- 
terring a foreign nation from making war 
than to place ourselves.on terms of equality 
if not of superiority withit. Since the War 
of the Rebellion, however, the United States 
has pursued a sluggish, Quaker-like policy, 
hoping that othernations would imitate us, 
so that there would be no danger. But 
other nations have not imitated us. They 
have gone on increasing their strength in 
vessels, torpedoes, and modern improved 
guns until now we are at their mercy. We 
cannot afford to remain in this condition. 
It is not only unwise but dangerous economy 
to drift along this way because steel guns 
happen to be expensive. If they are ex- 
pensive then we must have more money 
with which to secure them, and men of all 
parties who have even the instincts of pat- 
riotism should codperate with that end in 
view. ‘There can be no wiser national econ- 
omy than the absolute insurance of our sea- 
coast and lake cities against assault from 
the fleets of foreign powers. 


THE TRUSTS MUST BE CRUSHED. 

Tun TRIBUNE printed yesterday a de- 
tailed account of the origin and operations 
of the wire nail trust, which has just been 
dissolved momentarily. Its profits have 
been so great that it will reorganize after 
having killed off some importunate com- 
petitors. 

The organizer of this trust is a Massa- 
chusetts man whé has had much experience 
in the getting up of combines. He has been 
the father of about forty-three of them, 
nearly all of which have been immensely 
profitable. That those profits were stolen 
from the consumers of the country did not 
touch the corfscience of the originator of 
these trusts or of the manufacturers who 
etook part in them. 

The wire nail trust was organized two 
years ago. At that time nails were selling 
at from 70 to 80 cents a keg. The man- 
ufacturers were told that prices were low 
and unprofitable and that if they would 
unite in an ironclad combination prices 
could be forced up and heavy profits made. 

There was ‘not much money in nails at 
that time, so the manufacturers assented 
and speedily doubled prices, There were 
protests from dealers and builders, but 
no attention was paid them. Seeing the 
profitable nature of the business, many 
small factories were started. But their 
managers were soon subsidized. They 
closed their factories willingly, for they 
were paid for being idle. 

During the first yenr of its existence the 
trust, though run extravagantly, made a 
net profit of a million dollars on a capital- 
ization of two millions. Flushed with suc- 
cess and confident of its ability to exact 
tribute indefinitely from the people, the 
trust kept on raising prices until it de- 
manded and got from $2.25 to $2.60 a keg 
for nails. Every man in the United States 
who built a house had to pay this combine 
three times what he should for every nail 
he used. 

The trust grew so arrogant and trampled 
on the consumers so ruthlessly that a Fed- 
eral Judge in a suit brought before him 
deseribed it as— 

A monster that seeks to prey upon the whole 
American people, and which it is the duty of the 


courts and lawmakers to come down upon with 
unsparing hand. 


This year a new enemy confronted the 
trust. Improved nailmaking machines 
were invented, which have so reduced the 
cost of production that nails can be sold at 
a profit. The trust tried to get hold of these 
machines, but failed. They are in the 
hands of outsiders, who are underselling 
the trust. 

Therefore the latter has changed its 
tactics. It has begun cutting prices prob- 
ably in order to kill off its competitors or 
force them into a reorganized combine. 
The price of nails has dropped to $1.70 a 
keg and is going very much lower. 

lor a time the people-will have nails at 

“g comparatively reasonable price, but for 
two years they have been at the mercy 
of a gang of robbers, who have exacted 
monstrous prices. During that period 
what has Cleveland done for the relief of 
the people? Nothing. He knew, or his 
law officers did, of the existence of this 
trust, which controlled a necessary article 
of general use; but nothing was done to 
curb the rapacity of the trust or break it up. 

His unenviable record must not be imi- 
tated by the new Republican administra- 
tion. A war on trusts must be one of the 
main features of its policy. Long impunity 
has made the men who plan and run these 
industrial combinations very bold. If they 
are not taught a lesson speedily there will 
be no industry which is not in the hands 
of a trust, and the consumers will be bled 
to death. 

It is quite likely that the anti-trust law is 
defective. Then it should be strength- 
ened without loss of time. It shoukhld be 
amended so as to provide that any victim 
of a trust may sue to recover the money 
of which he has been robbed by being foreed 
to pay an unjust price. If that were the 

law now every hardware dealer and every 
builder who has been compelled to pay for 
nails three times what they are worth would 
have begun suit to get back the money ex- 
torted from him. 

There are other amendments’ which 
should be made to the law, but what is 
needed most is an Executive who will see 
to it that his law officers all over the coun- 
try are on the lookout for trusts and at- 
tack them whenever detected. That is 
what Cleveland has not done. He did not, 
even. when he had a friendly Congress, en- 
deavor to have the anti-trust law made 
more effective. 

A war to the death on trusts must be one 
of the main features of the Republican 
program henceforth. The party which 
crushes them will gain the undying grati- 
tude of a despoiled and trust-ridden people.

STORY THAT REED DISLIKES M'KINLRY 


‘ 
Passed Through Canton Without Stop- 


ping—Unable to Conceal His Feelings 
and Unwilling to Play Hypocrite. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 23.—{[New York 
Sun.J—A New England Congressman made 
the statement this morning that, in his opin- 
ion, it is not at all likely that a New England 
man will be appointed Secretary of the 
Treasury. A Western man will be chosen, 
he said, and probably a citizen of Chicago. 
New England will, of course, have a place in 
the Cabinet, but it is not yet determined 
what place it will be or what State the se- 
lection will -be made from. It is thought here 
that’ Congressman Boutelle would get the 
honor if he desired it, but he has given all 
his friends to understand that he prefers to 
remain in Congress as Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs. During the last 
few days there has been a revival of the 
talk about the probable appointment of 
Representative Dingley as Secretary of the 
Treasury. Mr. Dingley and the President- 
elect are warm friends, it is true, and the 
general fitness of the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means for the office 
ef Secretary of the Treasury is universally 


recognized. Still, his appointment is thought | 


to be unlikely, for the reason that it has been 
determined to put a Western man in that 
place. 

The gossip about Congressmen Dingley 
and Boutelle has been increased by the in- 


} terest attaching to the action of Speaker 


Reed in passing through Canton on his way 
Kast without stopping to pay his respects 
to the President-elect. It has been said for 
Mr. Reed by some of his too-ready friends 
that he adopted this course for the purpose 
of disarming those who would say, if he 
called upon McKinley, that he did so for the 
rh of bringing to the attention of the 

resident-elect his availability as Cabinet 
timber. But it is learned today on the high- 
est authority that Speaker Reed was gov- 
erned by no such instincts of caution. He 
did not call upon McKinley because he does 
not like him, is unfriendly to him, and was 
not willing to play the part of a hypocrite. 
Speaker Reed is a man who has never been 
able. to appear friendly to his political op- 
ponents, and it has been one of his leading 
characteristics since boyhood to rub the fur 
the wrong way. Since May last, when it be- 
came known that McKinley was sure to be 
nominated, Mr. Reed has not attempted to 
conceal his feelings, and his course during 
the campaign was such as to call forth the 
criticisms of his warmest personal and 
political friends. 

Mr. Reed made many campaign speeches, 
and they were of the highest and most in- 
fluential character, but he declined em- 
phatically and impolitely to be governed in 
the slightest manner by the wishes of the 
National committee or of any of the State 
committees. He does not like McKinley, 
he does not like Mark Hanna, and he does 
not like any of the men who were prominent 
in bringing about the nomination and elec- 
tion of McKinley. The authority for this 
statement ts a New England man, who is as 
close to Mr. Reed persynally and as entirely 
in his confidence as any man in public life. 
He admits that in mapping out a pleasure 
tour to the Pacific coast and speaking en 
route, instead of paying attention to the ap- 
peals of the National and State committees 
to make speeches in Ohio, Michigan, and 
other States where good speakers were 
needed, Mr. Reed not only demonstrated his 
envious feelings toward McKinley, but em- 
barrassed his friends, 

“In a word,” said this New, England Reed 
Republican today, ‘‘ the Speaker’s course 
during the campaign, effective as it was in 
making votes, by reason of the soundness 
of his arguments and the brilliancy of his 
speeches, has, alienated him entirely from 
the Republicans who will be influential in 
the administration during the next four 
years, and, what is worse, has alienated 
many of his most ardent admirers in the sev- 
eral States, who may not forgive him for 
failing to show magnanimity in a campaign 
that brought together on a common platform 
patriotic citizens of all parties and all fac- 
tions, no matter whether they were friendly 
or unfriendly to the nominee of the Repub- 
lican party. We who are his personal 
friends will stick to Mr. Reed, and he will 
undoubtedly be elected Speaker of the House: 
of the Fifty-fifth Congress. This, however, 
will not be accomplished without a party 
fight, and am much afraid that the 
Speaker will live to regret his weakness in 
not concealing his animosity to the Presi- 
dent-elect, the Chairman of the National com- 
mittee, and the other McKinley Republicans. 
But then, you know, Mr. Reed is always 
himself, and he does not know how to play 
the game of politics in the usual way.” 


MARKET FOR OUR FARM PRODUCTS, 


Britain and Her Colonies Bought 58 
Per Cent of Our Exports Last Year. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 24.—Secretary 

Morton, in his annual report, says during the 

fiscal year just ended the exported products 

of American farms aggregated $570,000,000, 
an increase of $17,000,000 over the preceding 
year. In spite of this there was a falling off 
in the percentage of agricultural products 
exported to the total exports, but this was 
due to the unprecedented sale abroad of 

American manufactured goods. The prin- 

cipal market for American products is found 

in the A/nited Kingdom of Great Britain and 
her colonies. These English-speaking peo- 
ple bought 58 per cent of all exports from the 

United. States in the fiscal year 1896. To- 

gether with Germany, France, Holland, and 

Belgium, they purchased 81.9 per cent of our 

entire output, leaving 18.1 per cent for the 

rest of the world. 

The total consumption of meat in Great 
Britain for the year was 1,100,000 tons, 75 
per cent of which was produced at home, the 
remaining 25 per cént being imported. Of 
live meat arrived in the United Kingdom 


‘during the first six months of 1896 the United 


States supplied 75.10 per cent of the cattle 
and 45.26 per cent of the sheep. The Glas- 
gow market is especially recommended to 
American shippers, as in that city cattle 
from the United States compete with the 
very highest quality of British animals. 
American packers, the Secretary says, are 
not participating in the profits of the growth 
in consumption of swine flesh and hog prod- 


ucts in Great Britain as much-as they ought | 
to, because they do hot cure meats to suit , 


the British demand. On the other hand, 
Danish and Canadian packers are increas- 
ing their shipments every year. American 
bacon’ averages about two cents per pound 
below continental and Irish bacon, and 
about three cents below English. 

The shipment of American horses to En- 
giand is steadily increasing. In 1898 Great 
Britain took 13,737 American horses, nearly 
23,000 in 1894, and 34,000 in 1895, but-during 
the first nine months of 1896 more American 
horses were shipped into England than in 
any previous twelve months. 


New Development in Trades Unions. 

London Engineering: One of the most 
curious developments of what may be called 
the new labor policy has exercised one of 
the London vestries. The, Bermondsey 
vestry had appointed a committee to con- 
sider the question of the unemployed; the 
report was taken at its meeting last week. 
It occupied not only the whole meeting, as 
ordinarily understood, but from the 
time of meeting, 7 o’clock, un- 
til # o'clock the next morning, be- 
ing an all-night sitting, which is most un- 
usual with a vestry. The chief point in dis- 
pute, and the one which divided the vestry 
into two opposing parties, was whether em- 
ployment should be given exclusively to the 
parishioners who were members of trades 
unions, or whether all the persons out of 
work should have an equalchance. It seems 
incredible that any body of men elecied by 
the ratepayers should for one moment en- 


| tertain the notion that a man should be re- 


fused work by a vestry simply by reason of 
the fact that he did not balesie “ts a tralia 
union. But so excited was the discussion, 
and prolonged the proceedings, that it is 
evident the parties were strongly re- 
sented.

The World’s correspondent here has dis. 
covered what “! The Dark Secret ” was, and

Central company. This engine will soon be 
put under the seat of an ordinary carriage, 
and the inventor says he will start some 
morning in the next three weeks for New 
York and reach there the same afternoon, 
He says he will go over the regular wagon 
roads at the rate of from ten to forty miles 
an hour, according to the 


Built in Secret. 

The building of the new engine has been so 
secretly conducted that no one but a few 
scientists has known of it, but a large num- 
ber of mechanical experts and scientific men 
connected with the Smithsonian Institution 
and other government departments will be 
invited some evening this week to examine 
the motor and subject it to all sorts of tests. 

The inventor is William E. Prall Jr. Heis 
only 26 years of age. His engine is so small 
that it can be wrapped in one of the sheets 
of the World. In its portions it looks 
like a small mail-bag. It is only eight inches 
by twelve on the outside, and the cylinder is 
— six inches in diameter and four inches 

ong. ' 

The motive power ts oll, vapor, and air, and 
the inventor says that it will develop forty- 
five horse-power, and can be run by what is 
practically an ordinary kerosene lamp burn- 
ing under the pressure of compressed air. 

The fact that young Prall was at work 
here upon some mysterious machine leaked 
out through the strange noises which for two 
months have been coming night and day 
from the cellar of the Hotel Arno, on Six- 
teenth street. The hotel is a large and well- 
known one. It has been closed for several 
months. The noises in the disused ding 
started rumors that dynamite bombs were 
being manufactured for the Cuban insur- 
gents in the hotel cellar. 

The World correspondent found that the 
cellar had been converted into an extensive 
machine shop, with plants for the working 
of wood and iron. About a dozen carefully 
selected expert machinists have been work- 
ing there for two months, quietly going and 
coming, so as not to attract attention. The 
hotel is owned by yo Prall and his father, 
who is at present in New York. Both are 
inventors, but they have quarreled and they 
are no longer together. . . 

Young Prall is very bitter against his 
father, and asserts that many of the inven- 
tions tried while they were in partncrship, 
among which was the 
‘‘Dark Secret,” were the prodtct of his brain. 


His Busy Laboratory. 

The young man is in a very nervous con- 
dition. He is outspoken as to his experience 
with the New York Central railway com- 
pany and the history of the mysterious 
‘Dark Secret.” He occupies a few well- 
furnished rooms in one of the upper floors of 
the Arno, and in one room has a tory 
full of all sorts of eurgical instruments 
which he has invented or improved; ma- 
chines for producing X rays, in the o . 
tion of which he is exceedingly expert; high- 
power microscopes and a wonderful collec- 
tion of various scientific inventions. He 
divides his time between the laboratory and 
the subterranean machine shop, where the 
new motor of which he expects so much is 
approaching completion. 


ing the new motor for the New York Central 
railroad, ‘he. said: “ No, I am building this 
for myself. The Central engine, or ‘ Dark 
Secret,’ ran with hot water. - This will run 
with oil vapor and a suitable amount of air 
for its complete combustion. | 

‘The principle is what is known as com- 
bustion at constant pressure. There is coh- 
tinuous combustion without any explosion 
and with no jar. It works just as though 
you had a burner burning under pressure in 
a vessel. The air is so heated that it is ex- 
panded about ten times its original volume, 
and the engine is run by that hot air. It is 
the ideal way of running an engine by hot 
compressed air. It has a direct rotary 
action. I call it a concentric vibrating en- 
gine. 

‘“‘ The patent office people, when my patent 
was granted, said that it was entirely differ- 
ent from anything they had ever seen. It 
overcomes the cluteh problem, a _ thing 
which inventors have considered impossible. 

To New York in a Few Hours. 

‘* After the exhibition I shall put it in an 
ordinary buggy some day before Christmas 
and run over to New York in a few hours. 
The engine, with the tanks, will not weigh 
over 150 pounds, and I can and have run it 
up to forty-five horse-power.”” 

According to young Prall, after he had 
built several more or less successful motors, 
he showed his plans for a hot water engine 
to Mr. Gilford of the New York Central rail- 
road, and although Mr. Buchanan of the 
railroad company made an adverse report 
on it, the other officials were so much im- 
pressed that they told him te go ahead. 

He went to Philadelphia, and with his own 
hands built a complete engine. He says it 
ran at the raté of twelve hundred revolu- 
tions a minute, and surprised the Central 
people.

“Mr. Gilford had telegraphed for me, as my 
father had undertaken to rebuild the engine, 
and Gilford ‘said they were stuck and could 
not do anything. I took hold, but soon 
heard stories derogatory to myself, which 
disgusted me, and I dropped the whole busi- 
ness, They are still tinkering on the ‘ Dark 
Secret.” | 

Motor of the Future. 

“TI continued working the thing out in my 
own mind until it became plain to me that 
steam was not the power; that the gas en- 
gine is the motor of the future, and that 
the ideal motor is the rotary gas engine. 

‘I went to bed at 5 o’clock one afternoon 
and before I got up I had thought out the 
concentric vibrating engine. I built one at 
High Bridge last May. It is just the size 
of the one I am building now, although I 
have made some improvements. I ran my 
shop with ft. It was coupled to a dynamo 
which oduced 150 amperes and took 27 
actual horse-power. While running the en- 
gine twisted its own shafting and the pres- 
sure on the pistons gave an indicated 45 
horse-power. 

‘*T built another before I was taken sick, 
and gave up and came here by order of my 
doctor.

This engine 
I call ‘Tom.’ ‘ Jerry’ is running every day 
steadily, and makes from 550 to 600 revelu- 
tions.’"’

MILLER HIS OWN SLAYER 


CORONER’S JURY RETURNS A VER- 
DICT OF SUICIDE, 


> 


Senational Evidence Turns Up Tend- 
ing to Establish the Fact That the 
Well-Knuown Clergyman Took His 
Own Life—Man of Whom He Pur- 
chased the Revolver Identifies the 
Remains—Had Been Ill Bodily and 
Mentally for Some Time. 


Decatur, Ill, Nov. 25.—[{Special.}—Theré 
were sensational disclosures this afternoon 
in the Rev. James Miller tragedy tending to 
establish the theory heid by many Tuesday 
morning when the body was found that the 
minister had c ‘nningly planned to take his 
own life. The ‘evolver found lying at the 
side of the body in the alley was the means 
by which State’s-Attorney Mills, F. B. Muel- 
ler, and W. H. Starr were enabled to unravel 
what at first appeared to be a murder mys- 
tery. 

It is dificult to believe that so eminent a 
preacher should have taken his own life, but 
such was the verdict of the jury at the in- 
quest tonight. It was the theory of the ofi- 
cers at the outset that Mr. Miller had taken 
his own life. In speaking of the condition 
in which the body was found early Tuesday 
morning an official says that when he viewed 


‘the body he wags struck with the fact there 
‘was no evidence of a struggle in the muddy 


alley. It was raining at 10:15 Monday night 
and there was drizzle at 11 o’clock, the hour 
when the fatal shot was fired, There was 
mud in the alley, but no footprints. The 
body lay on its back, with the head slightly 
dropped to touch the ground. The fedora 
hat worn by the minister was lying on the | 
grass against the board fence, slightly tilted . 
as if it had been carefully placed there. 


Everything Carefully Arranged. 
The cane the minister had carried was lying 
near the fence at the right of the body. The 
left arm was at the side of the body ex- 
tended and the right arm was lying partly 
across the body, the revolver resting on the 
ground at the left of the body in line with 
the right hand. The empty pocketbook was 
near the revolver. The left hand pantaioons 
pocket was turned inside out. In the pocket 
of the mackintosh were the soft gloves of 
the minister. It was noticed also that there 
was no mué@ on the soles of the minister’s 
shoes, both being clean. The fatal wound 
was in the center of the low forehead, in- 
flicted, apparently, with the muzzie of the 
38-caliber revolver held against the fore- 
head, and that when the pistol was fired the 
weapon rebounded and fell where it was 
found. There was no blood whatever on 
the clothing nor on the face, except where 
it had gushed forth from the wound and 
flowed down at the side of the head. There 
was a close inspection of the clothing for 
biood spots, but none were found. There 
was no mud on the clothing, and it struck 
the officer that Mr. Miller had deliberately 
lain down in the alley near the home of his 
friend, Dr. Catto, and ended his earthly 
career. 


Speculations as to the Watch. 


There are several speculations as to the 
absence of the watch, the watch charm, 
and what money may have been in the 
pocketbook. One is that Mr. Miller may 
have planned to make ft appear that he had 
been killed and robbed, that he must have 
thrown the watch away, possibly placing 
it in the sewer inlet near the residence of 
J. B. Bullard on West William street, where 
the tvatch charm wasfound. Itis suggested 
also that the charm may have been left on 
the sidewalk to make it appear that a rob- 
ber had dropped it in his flight. 

And then there is another story to the 
effect that somebody may have robbed the 
body at some time after 11 o’clock on to 
3:45 a. m., when it was fotnd. The officers 
do not think that Mr. Miller, with.the re- 
volver in his possession, could have been at- 
tacked, the weapon wrested from him, and 
shot, because there was no evidence of a 
struggle, and besides he could not have been 
shot standing and show no marks of blood 
or mud on his clothing. 

The revolver number was 338,043. Investi- 
gation proved that it was sent from the 
factory to St. Louis and thence to a firm at 
Springfield, where it was sold to W. H. Un- 
derwood of Darvson, Ill., in May last. Daw- 
son sold the| revolver to Gilbert Sponsler, 
proprietor ofia shooting gallery at Spring- 
fleld, for $4. 


Sells the Revolver to Miller. 


On Monday afternoon last at 4 o’clock 
Sponsler sold the revolver to the Rev. James 
Miller for $8. The. minister said he wanted 
the revolver to defend himself against burg- 
lars, and was specially anxious to know if 
it was a reliable shooter. Mr. Miller ap- 
peared nervous at the time of the visit. He 
laid down a $10 bill, and recefved $2 in 
change. He had Sponsler load the revolver 
before he left the gallery. Sponsler de- 
scribed Miller accurately at Springfield this 
morning, and then came to Decatur with 
Sheriff Baxter this evening, and positively 
identified the deceased as the man who 
bought the revolver on Monday afternoon 
at his place. Sponsler gave his testimony 
before the Coroner’s jury. His evidence 
was conclusive. 

Local clergymen and friends of Mr. Miller 
think that his tragic death was due to ab- 
erration of mind. There is everything to 
show that when he left Bloomington he was 
the victim of a diseased brain. His nervous- 
ness at the Bloomington depot while pur- 
chasing an accident ticket and a ticket to 
Decatur on the Illinois Central, his change 
of mind which took him to Springfield from 
Clinton or from the Alton depot at Bloom- 
ington, the passing of five hours in that 
city without calling upon any of his friends, 
the purchase of the weapon at an obscure 
place, coming up from the depot in this city, 
evidently avoiding acquaintances, all so 
unlike James Miller, that they cannot be ac- 
counted for except uvon the theory that his 
mind gave way, and he was laboring under 
an hallucination that led him to his death. 


Has Been Failing Physically. 


Those who knew him well have noticed 
that he was failing physically for long 
time. It was also noticed and resmacited by 
friends that he was the victim of depression 
or melancholy as far back as the conference 
session. Some heavy, cruel burden seemed 
to be crushing him, yet not one anticipated 
such anending. Friends now recall the fact 
that last Sunday in his mornine sermon his 
mind failed him, and for a moment he could 
not grasp what he intended tosay. So no- 
ticeable and unusual was this that he made 
some slight remark touching it to the con- 
gregation. 

In connection with his sad development 
this lapse of memory is important when 
taken in connection with the fact that one 
of the greatest qualities of his mind when 
perfect was its power to carry in proper 
order every point he expected to make ina 
sermon. So accurate was he in this respect 
that the trained hearer could recognize every 
paragraph as distinctly as though it were 
in print before him. 


Miller’s Recent Utterances. 


Only a week ago Mr. Miller preached the 
funeral of ex-Mayor Smith of Bloomington, 
and in that sermon he said: 

‘* None of us can say who among us will 
be next.’’ 

He did not then expect to fallin that order.

‘JUDGE STEIN REFUSES TO HEAR AT- 
TORNEY A. 8S. TRUDE’S ARGUMENT. 


Insists on Putting Off Again the Motion 
to Transfer the Case of the Piersons 
vs. The Chicago Tribune Company 
and Others to Another Court—Re- 
pels the Lawyer’s Repeated At- 
tempts to Present His Case for a 
Decision... 


“TI understand all about that, sir,”’ said 
Judge Philip Stein in the Superior Court 
yesterday morning, as he rose from his 
chair and looked over the rail of the judicial 
bench at Attorney A. 8. Trude. 

** You can’t possibly understand the work- 
ings of my mind, if your Honor please,” re- 
plied Mr. Trude, while a crowd of attorneys 
in the court-room smiled. 

Attorney Trude had just asked the court 
for a change of venue because of a fear that 
the court was prejudiced against his client. 
Judge Stein refused to hear the motion, but 
Mr. Trude insisted on telling the court that 
it was necessary that the motion for a 
change of venue be heard at once. Accord- 
ing to one of the disinterested attorneys 
present in.the court-room Judge Stein is the 
only Judge in Cook County who “ fights 
against’ granting a change of venue, and 
yesterday morning Attorney Trude decided 
to make a stand for what he thought were 
his rights, and to change, if possible, the 
Judge’s habits. Mr. Trude refused to sit 
down, 

Statement of the Suit. 

The latter’s effort to be heard and Judge 
Stein’s effort not to hear started when the 
suit of Henry and Charles Pierson against 
the Chicago Tribune company, the Chi- 
cago Herald, and the Inter-Oceam Publish- 
ing company for $50,000 damages was called. 


Attorney Trude appeared for the defendants. | 


The Piersons, who did business under the 
style of S. N. Pierson & Sons, base their 
claim on the alleged perpetual ownership of 
certain daily newspaper routes in the city, 
and maintain that the three newspaper com- 
panies named have no right to allow any 
other circulator in the district claimed by 
them. The newspapers thought that they 
themselves made the routes.valuable, and 
not the circulators, and that an oral: con- 
tract, which had no limit, but continued for 
all eternity, was a novelty. 

With this belief the three newspaper com- 
panies in 1893 allowed certain circulators to 
go into the district claimed by the Piersons, 
ens in September, 1895, the Piersons started 
suit. : : 

On the First Motion. 


The case came up for the first time in Judge 
Stein’s court on last Thursday on a motion 
for a change of venue on the part of the 
Tribune company. The petition was made 
by the President and Secretary of the com- 
pany, and the form was taken bodily from an 
already adjudicated case. ,.At the same time 
the officers of the Chicago Herald company 
and the Inter-Ocean Publishing company 
consented to the appeal. 

When Judge Stein called the case last 
Thursday he took all the papers and pro- 
ceeded to read the petition. Then, without 
giving Attorney Trude or any one else a 
chance to be heard, he made his decision. 

The allegation, he said, to the effect that 
the “‘ petitioner feared he would not receive 
a fair trial in said court on the ground 
thereof that said Philip. Stein is prejudiced 
against the petitioner, so that said petitioner 
cannot receive a fair trial before said Philip 
Stein, and that a knowledge of such preju- 
dice did not come before said petitioner 
until Nov. 18, 1896,” was not strong enough 
The petitioner must swear in positive un- 
equivocal terms, that the Judge was preju- 


diced. Accordingly, Jud

Trude States the Issue. 


*“‘ But,” said Mr. Trude, ‘‘ the issue in 
case is whether or not the petitioner pes 
it will not receive a fair trial] because the 
court is prejudiced, and not whether the 
prejudice actually exists or not. No author- 
ity can be found in any State of the Union 
which requires the petitioner to swear that 
the Judge is actually prejudiced against the 
petitioner. Such a request would make it 
necessary for the petitioner to be aware of 
the Judge’s mental condition, which would 
necessarily be am impossibility. 

“Why, your Honor,” said Mr. Trude, “a 
court might act in a brutal and arbitrary 
manner, which might indicate the existence 
of a prejudice, and after all the court might 
not be prejudiced. No conscientious peti- 
tioner would feel Mke swearing to the ex- 
istence of a prejudice, while a person who 
didn’t have much respect for the sanctity of 
an oath might make any affidavit to get the 
desired change of venue.”’

“ Judge Stein is the only Judge I know of 
who fights against granting a change of 
venue. Asa rule, when a claim of prejudice 
is made against a court, the Judge grants the 
petition for a change of venue as a matter 
of course. That is the practice of every Cir- 
cuit and Superior Judge in Cook County. To 
apply for a change of venue from Judge 
Stein seems to inspire the court with anger.” 


Mr. Trude’s Position. 

Mr. Trude said: 

“It is my belief that Judge Stein knows 
what the law is. I regard him as a, good 
lawyer. It does not become me now to make 
criticisms against the Judge, but the ques- 
tion is an important one which the bar is 
much interested in. A large number of 
lawyers flock to my office with complaints 
against Judge Stein. I can only call your 
attention to Chapter 146, Sec. 1, Paragraph 2 
of the Revised Statutes: A change of venue 
shall be granted ‘ when either party shall 
fear that he will not receive a fair trial in 
the court in which the suit or process is pend- 
ing, because the inhabitants of the county 
are, or the Judge ‘is, prejudiced against him.’ 

‘‘It will be plainly seen from this that the 
petitioner shall. fear that he will not receive

Ju@ge Stein, however, overruled the rmo- 
tion, and while Attorney’Trude was still try- 
ing to make himself heard he called another 
case. 

Mr. Trude continued to hold the floor, how- 
ever. He called Judge Stein’s attention to 
the fact that the Judge himself was holding 
the consent of the codefendants in his hand, 
although Judge Stein had just said it hadn’t 
appeared, and he told the Judge that he 
had not read it. The protest did no good, 
however, and Judge Stein went on with 
his court. 

Attorneys Watch the Case. 


Yesterday morning, when the case was 
called, there was a crowd of attorneys pres- 
ent, who were anxious to see whether Judge 
Stein could be induced to grant a change of 
venue.

A few minutes later Mr. Trude again 
pressed his motion, walking close up to the 
Judge’s bench and ‘insisted on being heard. 
Judge Stein, however, refused to consider 
the motion before Saturday, and, after mak- 
ing several more attempts to be heard, At- 
torney Trude left the court-room.

PRINCE YTURBIDE APPEARS IN COURT. 


He Testifies in His Own Behalf in the 
Famous Case Involving a Metro- 
politan Club Scandal. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 25.—Judge Brad- 
ley’s courtroom was filled with well-known 
clubmen today, interested in a scandal that 
finally has become a matter of litigation 
after having excited Washington society and 
clubdom for many months. Last winter and 
spring people moving in fashionable circles 
were much exercised over the circulation 


of anonymous letters reflecting on the char- 


acter of their intimates, 

An allegation was made that the writer 
of the scandals was the daughter of a well- 
known member of the Metropolitan club. 
The lady was exonerated and the affair 
given another turn by charges made to the 
Board of Governors of the Metropolitan 
club, asserting that Prince Augustin De 
¥turbide, formerly of Mexico, had made the 

scandalous charges against the woman 
whose name was brought in question, and 
to whom he had been engaged at one time. 
The governors summoned Yturbide before 
them, and after a hearing wrote him that 
he was an undesirable member of the club, 
and then, on the hint not being taken, for- 
mally expelled him. 

¥turbide filed a petition for a writ of 
Mandamus to compel the Metropolitan club 
to reinstate him, alleging that he had not 


‘been given a fair trial and had been expelled 


without due process of law. The club joined 
issue with him and today the case came up 
for trial. 

Most of the day was taken’ up with the 
‘testimony as to the proceedings before the 
Board of Governors of the club. Admiral 
Walker, Judge John Davis of the Court of 
Claims, J. McCommon, E. Francis Riggs, 
and Gen. Ruggies of the army, members of 
the board, asserted that Yturbide had been 
given a fair hearing and had acknowledged 
making the charges against the woman. 
Prince Yturbide himself testified that he had 
not been given an opportunity to make a 
defense and that he had not made such 
admissions to the board as alleged.

Restrictions Due to the Death of Mrs.

Somewhat Irksome-Mild Revels 
Continued Until an Early Hour in 
the Morning—Arthur Balfour De- 
parts Upon Business of State.

Blenheim, Eng., Nov. 25.--[Copyright, 1806, 
by the New York Journal.}—The sedate and 
conventional restrictions which, in accord- 
ance with the usages and restrictions of 
g00d society, were placed upon the Blenheim 
Palace party by the death of Mrs. Vander- 
bilt, are apparently proving to be somewhat 
irksome to those most concerned. 

Last night this condition found expression 
in a singular request made to the chef dfor- 
chestra by one of the most beautiful and ac- 
complished members of the party, in short, 
a young lady, who, in all probability, will be 
a peeress in her own right, and is certainly 
one of the catches at present in the British 
matrimonial market. Last night sherushed 
up and requested that one of the highly clas- 
sical items set down in the program of the 
after-dinner music might be suppressed and 
a waltz inserted in its place, to which those 
who were so disposed might trip the Hight 
fantastic. 


; Duke Is Obdurate. 

To the indefatigable chef one item was as 
easy.or agreeable as the other, but the Duke 
of Marlborough had to he consulted ere a 
change in the carefully selected program 
could be made. 

Nothing loath, and with undaunted enthu- 
siasm, the young woman sought out her host, 
whose sense of proprieties was such as pre- 
vented him from doing what he probably 
would much have wished, and instructions 
were promptly issued that the ordained pro- 
gram should be adhered to. 

The revels, mild as is their form undoubt- 
edly, on this occasion were continued until 
early in the morning, and it was somewhat 
late ere the Prince of Wales retired to his 
delightful apartments im the east wing of 
the palace.

They Rise Early. 


All are early risers. Late as the hour 
at which they retire may be, when staying 
at country houses the English aristocracy 
make a point of rising early, and no excep- 
tion is being made to the rule during this 
week at Blenheim. All the guests assem- 
ble at breakfast, after which the gentle- 
men repair immediately to the gun-room, 
where they inspect their guns and give 
instructions to their gunholders and sub- 
sequently superintend the stowing away of 
ammunition. 

The shooting party away, the ladies are 
free for an hour or two to follow their own 
devices. Thus far they have occupied their 
morning time in cycling and riding in the 
park. Then has followed a period in which 
new dresses were donned for the drive tothe 
shooting ground for luncheon there with the 
sportsmen. 


The present is unquestionably a young 


people’s party. The majority of the guests 
are only a few years beyond their teens, and 
there are more than a brace of interesting 
married couples among them. There is, 
however, the usual sprinkling of elderly 
couples, who supply the requisite sedateness 
to the company which social canons demand. 


Blenheim Coverts Impoverished. 


Today’s sport, as I already suggested 
might be the case, was uninteresting. Blen- 
heim coverts, despite:the efforts that have 
been made ever since last February, are not 
well stocked. They have been let for so long 
to syndicates who, having no interest in 
them beyond the years they leased them for, 
denuded them of almost every feathered 
fowl that flew therein and took no steps to 
replenish them. Game preserving is not 
accomplished in a day, and a year or two 
must elapse before the Duke of Marlborough 
can expect to afford his friends such sport 
as they have offered him.. 


Liveries for the Chase. 


Again today the coverts shot over were 
those in the North Leigh district—pro- 
nounced locally *“‘ Nor Li.’’ These are about 
five miles away from the palace. For con- 
veyance of the members of the party there 
were two ride and drive breaks. driven by 
postillions and preceded by outriders. The 
postboys were resplendent in white buck- 
skin breeches, crimson jackets, with silver 
buttons, and tall hats and cockades, while 
the outriders wore ordinary hunting coats 
“ts black cloth, buckskin breeches, and top 

ats. 

The. Duke of Marlboréugh drove the Prince 
of Wales ina very smartly built mail phae- 
ton, to which a pair of exceptionally good- 
looking bay cobs was harnessed. * 

The ground over which today’s shooting 
took place is extremely beautiful. Indeed, 
from a sportsman’s point of view, it is ideal. 
Looking east one finds himself within an 
amphitheater of wooded hillocks, with a 
meadow through which a stream lazily 
flows. Within the amphitheater are remains 
of a Roman villa, the outlines of which are 
still traceable in full detail. To the north 
is a Roman road, along which Cesar’s le- 
gions so long waged war and made history. 


Poor Sport for the Prince. 


The sport was not as good as expected. 
The elevated ground is closely wooded, the 
coverts being described as ‘‘ Sturt wood,” 
* and “** Mill wood.”” They were 
shot over in the order given, but not one 
afforded the sport that was expected. 

The first covert proved to be the best. ° It 
is said to be the one of which the Prince of 
Wales has pleasant recollections on the oc- 
casion of his previous visit to Blenheim. It 
provided some worthy sport. 

An English pheasant drive scarcely finds 
its equal in chronicles of sport in other 
countries, and to sportsmen of the old British 
school present day methods are by no means 
as enjoyable or exciting as in the good old 
days that are no more. In the old days 
covert shooting was a fine art, and a sports- 
man to be worthy of the name had to be well 
versed in the art of woodcraft to knoW his 
quarry and how best to bring it to earth. 


Now and Then. 


“Sport is tamer now.”” Nowadays things 
are different. The pheasants are hand- 
reared, raised from eggs produced by birds 
kept in captivity and otherwise artificially 
incubated or hatched in boxes by common 
barndoor fowls, and when as strong as 
under the circumstances they can be ex- 
pected to become, are turned loose in the 
woods. Birds so raised are never so strong 
on the wing, so darting in flight, as those 
raised in natural fashion. 

Literally, they want kicking up and dis- 
turbing in a variety of waysinto flight. 

For this purpose today an army of men, 
eighty in number, were employed in beating 
up the game through the coverts, while the 
guns remained on the flanks and popped off 
the birds as they flew over in the dead still- 
ness of the surroundings. The rattie of the 
beaters’ staves on the timber and the stiff 
brush sounded weird and at the same time 
almost exciting in the general expectancy. 

Then came the flight of the. doomed birds, 
which, one by one as they fell, were re- 
trieved by excellently broken dogs, which 
gave to the winged or otherwise injured, 
though not mortally wounded, birds the 
kindly coup de grace. 


Picturesque Scene. 


The beaters were a picturesque element in 
the scene. They were attired in bright crim- 
son knitted caps, such as are worn by 
French fishermen, with smocks or frocks of 
kharki cotton, bound at the waist with a 
belt, and each having his number embrol- 
dered fn a crimson character on the left 
jlapel of his deep turned collar. 

The Prince of Wales looked every inch 

a sportsman. It is very doubtful whether 
he looks his best in a uniform attending a 
court function at Buckingham Palace or in 
the simple garb affeoted in the country by 
gentlemen in England. In both he requires, 
to use the language of the turf, a lot of beat-

The present festivities at Blenheim Castle 
make timely a reprint of an account of the 
seat of the Duke of Marlborough published 
in the Boston Evening Gazette on Nov. 5, 
1842, of which a copy is in the possession of 
M. N. Burchard of Simpson, Hall, Miller & 
Co. of this city. 

The writer describes the prospect on en- 
tering the park as one of the grandest “‘ that 
nature and the art of man could possibly 
conceive—every view that the eye of man 
rests upon, far and near, is charming. 

** Near the bridge,” the writer says, 
the spring called ‘ Rosamond’s Well,’ where, 
it is said, Henry the Second contrived a 
labyrinth by which Rosamond’s retreat com- 
municated with the castle. 

“At the entrance to the south front of the 
castle, which is supported by large Corin- 
thian columns, there is a bust of Louis the 
Fourteenth of France, which was taken 
from the Gates of Tournay.”’ In the collec- 
tion of China is a teapot that belonged to 
Oliver Cromwell. 

On entering the castle one is led to a mag- 
nificent hall, in which “the tapestry of 
the large bow window represents the battle 
of Blenheim and other exploits of John, 
Duke of Marlborough. In the bow-window 
room is a beautiful bust of a laughing girl, 
and in other parts of the room are several 
excellent pictures from first-rate artists of 
the old school—such as the ‘ Holy Family,’ 
by two masters, Carracci and Raphael; *‘ Our 
Savior’ and the ‘ Virgin in the Clouds,’ 
by Tintorettc; and three pendant cabinets 
with miniatures. 

* The Duke’s study is hung with straw-col- 
ored paper and contains a great number of 
bronze figures and pictures by Rubens, 
Vandyke, Titian, Correggio, Claude, 
Raphael, and Dolce. The east drawing- 
room is hung with crimson damask and the 
apartment contains a splendid picture of 
‘Lot’s Departure Out of Sodom ’—a present 
from the Town of Antwerp, by Rubens; 
‘The Roman Daughter,’ ‘The Return of 
Our Savior from Egypt,’ Patacelus; ‘ The 
Holy Family,’ ‘The Head of Rubens,’ 
‘Our Savior Blessing the Children,’ ‘ The 
Offering of the Magi,’ and ‘ The Virgin and 
Child,’ all by Rubens.’”’ 

The little drawing-room is described as 
* richly hung with deep crimeon cloth, and 
also contains a large number of scripture 
paintimgs by Rubens, Rembrandt, Wouver- 
man, Raphael, Shar;, Carracci, Ruysdale, 
Paul Veronese, and Teniers.”’ 

‘**The saloon is a noble room highly fin- 
ished, partly with marble, and on a marble 
slab is Cleopatra and the asp and a sleep- 
ing Venus. In the green drawing-room the 
tapestry represents the march to Bouchain 
and the siege of that place. 

“The state bed chamber is a splendid 
apartment and has a profusion of objects in 
it quite dazzling, such as a bust of Diana, 
Hercules killing the Centaurs and the Hydra, 
a superb table that belonged to Marie An- 
toinette, Queen of France, a handsome 
ebony cabinet, a youme Hercules recumbent 
on a marble slab, and several pictures, 
among which is ‘ Seneca Bleeding to Death’ 
and ‘ Dictating to His Amanuensis.’ ”’
